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ourism is without question an important sector of the 

Canadian economy. In 1996, the tourism sector in 

Canada generated revenues which rose to a record level 
of $41.8 billion’; 492,000 people were employed in the tourism 
sector. 

In recent years, it has often been suggested that tourism 
might be a panacea for the economic problems experienced by 
certain regions of Canada. Further, in the aftermath of budget 
cuts by all levels of government, many organizers of local events 
can no longer rely on grants from the public sector. In order to 
find the additional financial resources needed to continue to 
operate, they must attract a clientele from outside their regions. 

Although the economic impact of the tourism sector has 
often been examined at the national and provincial levels, the 
impact on regional communities has been overlooked. The 
following analysis uses data from Statistics Canada surveys on 
travel and travellers (the Canadian Travel Survey, CTS, and 
the International Travel Survey, ITS) to examine the direct 
contribution of Canadian and foreign visitors to the economies 
of certain census metropolitan areas (CMAs) in Canada. As 
one might expect, the largest CMAs are also the most popular 
places to visit and report the highest tourism spending. The 
infrastructures developed to serve the local population of these 
major cities often become, by necessity or by virtue of their 
national and international reputation, tourist attractions. In 
order to permit a more objective comparison of the CMAs, 
certain indicators are used which exclude size. 

This analysis sketches a profile of the tourism market of 
certain CMAs, i.e. the characteristics of visitors such as their 
origin, purpose of their trip to Canada and the time of year 
during which they travel. Since the choice of a place to visit 
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often depends on the tourism products 
offered, attractions are also described 
which characterize certain regions from 
others. Finally, for the purposes of this 
analysis, only visits of one or more nights 
are considered. 

The CTS and the ITS only allow us 
to measure the direct impact of tourism 
demand in a given region, not its total 
impact. Indeed, the demand for tourism 
products and services in turn generates 
demand for numerous inputs, impacting 
on other sectors of the local economy. In 
addition, employees of the tourism 
industry also create demand for other 
products and services. The total impact 
can only be measured by taking this 
multiplier effect into account. 


Tourism in Canada in 1996 

In 1996 tourists spent $23 billion during 
the 89 million trips of one or more nights 
which they made to and within Canada. 
As expected, Canadians, with Ontarians 
heading the list, made the largest number 
of these trips (72 million), followed by 
Americans (13 million), United Kingdom 
residents (691,000) and Japanese 
(648,000). 

Although only 20 percent of travel- 
lers in Canada came from abroad, foreign 
visitors accounted for 42 percent of total 
spending. Americans injected the largest 
portion of this amount into the Canadian 
economy, more than $5.0 billion, while 
visitors from countries other than the 
United States spent $4.5 billion during 
their trips, including $690 million by 
Japanese tourists and $641 million by 
United Kingdom residents. 


The most populated census 
metropolitan areas are also 
the most popular 
destinations 

The indicator most frequently used to 
measure the importance of tourism in a 
given region is the number of visits. It is 
often possible to arrive at an approximate 
estimate by using the number of inquiries 
at tourism information booths, the 
number of hotel rooms occupied, conven- 
tions held in the area, arrivals at airports 
or nearby border crossings and/or atten- 
dance at major tourist attractions. 


For the first time, in 1996, it is possible 
to paint a complete picture at the regional 
level. Information on places visited 
between origin and final destination is now 
collected by the CTS. The ITS was already 
gathering information on all places visited 
by foreign travellers in Canada. 

As indicated in Table 1, the CMA’s of 
Toronto, Montreal and Vancouver received 
the largest number of visits, which, given 
their size, is hardly surprising. While these 
three major Canadian cities have anumber 
of points in common which allow them to 
attract many tourists, each also has its 
unique attractions. 


Toronto, the most visited 
census metropolitan area in 
Canada 

The latest Statistics Canada Census of 
Population in 1996 counted 4,263,757 
persons living in the Toronto census metro- 
politan area, the largest CMA in Canada. 

Toronto is a cosmopolitan city with 
approximately 80 different ethnic commu- 
nities represented in its population, includ- 
ing the largest Italian community outside 
Italy (nearly 147,000 people of Italian 
birth). More than two-fifths of its popula- 
tion is composed of immigrants, half of 
whom have settled in Canada since 1981. 

The ethnic composition of Toronto has 
changed over the years. While the immi- 
grants who settled in Toronto before the 
1960s were born mainly in the United 
Kingdom, Italy and Germany, 60 percent 
of immigrants who have arrived since 1991 
have come from Asia (particularly from 
Hong Kong, Sri Lanka and the People’s 
Republic of China) or from the Middle 
East. 

Toronto is a major financial and indus- 
trial centre. The Toronto Stock Exchange 
handles one of the largest volumes of stock 
transactions in North America. The city 
also boasts one of the largest concen- 
trations of manufacturers in Canada. 

Toronto has a significant cultural 
dimension as well, with a zoo, a theme 
park, and numerous museums, cultural 
centres and theatres. More than 140 
professional theatre and dance companies 
call the city home, making Toronto the 
third largest English-language theatre 
centre in the world, after London and New 
York. There are 75 productions a month 
on average and more than 10,000 perfor- 
mances are staged every year.

The city is also home to a number of 
professional sports teams (hockey, base- 
ball, basketball, football and soccer). The 
Blue Jays baseball team set attendance 
records in the early 1990s when it won 
the World Series. There is a horse racing 
track and many golf courses, tennis courts, 
outdoor pools and beaches. There are also 
paths along the lakefront for cycling, 
walking and jogging as well as places to 
ski and skate in the winter. 


Shopping is also an activity which 
tourists can indulge in. There is a wide 
range of boutiques and stores of all kinds, 
in the suburbs and downtown, a number 
of which are underground. 

Many special events take place 
throughout the year, including a jazz festi- 
val, an international film festival, cultural 
festivals, a fireworks competition, an Indy 
Formula auto race and the Santa Claus 
parade, which is televised to millions of 
households worldwide. 


In terms of access, Pearson Airport 
is the busiest in Canada, and could 
become much busier when the Open 
Skies“ agreement liberalizing air traffic 
between Canada and the United States 
becomes fully effective February 1998. 

All these attractions and many more 
enticed 8.4 million tourists to spend at 
least one night in Toronto in 1996. 

The purpose of trips influences the 
time of year visits take place. Overseas 
residents, most of whom stayed in Toronto 
while on vacation, made approximately 
half of their visits during the summer. 

Visits by Americans and by Cana- 
dians were distributed somewhat more 
equally over the year. Approximately one 
in three visits to Toronto took place during 
the months of July, August or September 
(slightly more for Americans, slightly less 
for Canadians). 

Like overseas residents, Americans 
made most of their visits during pleasure 
trips. However, they visited Toronto 
while on business trips more frequently 
than Canadians or residents of other 
countries (one visit out of three compared 
to one out of five and one out of six 
respectively). Canadians, however, 
stopped over in Toronto (44 percent of 
visits) mainly while travelling to visit 
relatives or friends. 


Montreal, host of numerous 
international events 

Montreal, the second-largest French- 
speaking city in the world after Paris, 
ranked behind Toronto in terms of the 
number of tourists who visited it in 1996 
(5.6 million). One of the city’s particular 
charms is the contrast it offers between 
the skyscrapers of a modern city and 
historic Old Montreal, reminiscent of 
Europe. 

Montreal is also a major financial and 
industrial centre. The numerous high 
technology companies based in Montreal 
have helped make the city a leader in this 
field. Its port, although located more than 
1,600 kilometres from the Atlantic Ocean, 
is one of the busiest in Canada. 

Montreal also boasts the longest 
underground shopping mall in the world, 
which allows people to buy or simply win- 
dow shop while escaping from the harsh- 
ness of winter. In addition, the city is 
considered the fashion capital of Canada. 

The city prides itself on supporting 
the most successful professional sports 
team ever, the Montreal Canadians 
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hockey team, which enjoys an inter- 
national reputation. 

In terms of tourist attractions, the 
casino and the Old Port of Montreal 
remain the most visited sites. Among its 
other attractions, Montreal has numerous 
museums, a botanical garden, a planeta- 
rium and religious sites such as 
St. Joseph’s Oratory and Notre Dame 
Basilica. 

Throughout the summer, festivals 
and international events follow one 
another. The month of June begins with 
a Formula One Grand Prix auto race, 
followed by a fireworks competition and 
jazz, cultural, comedy and film festivals. 
During the coldest months of winter, 
Montreal celebrates the Féte des Neiges. 

Compared to Toronto, a larger pro- 
portion of visits to Montreal are made 
during the summer. Overseas residents 
make as many visits during this season 
as during the rest of the year, while two 
stays out of five by Americans take place 
in the summer. Three visits out of ten by 
Canadians are made during the summer. 

In terms of the purpose of their trip, 
the majority of Canadians visiting 
Montreal travelled to visit friends and 
relatives, while foreigners travelled 
mainly for pleasure. 


Vancouver, a growing city 
Vancouver is one of the fastest-growing 
cities in North America, primarily due to 
the large influx of immigrants. One out 
of five residents of Vancouver arrived in 
Canada during the past 15 years. Since 
1991, the total immigrant population has 
increased by a third. Only 10 percent of 
these new immigrants came from Europe, 
while 80 percent were born in Asia (parti- 
cularly Hong Kong, China and Taiwan) 
or in the Middle East. Of all the cities in 
North America, only San Francisco has 
a larger Chinatown. Despite the inter- 
mingling of all these various cultures, the 
city has succeeded in combining the 
Asian, European and North American 
West Coast influences. 

Vancouver’s geographic location 
makes it a crossroads for travel between 
North America and Asia and has helped 
make its port one of the busiest in the 
world. U.S. shipping legislation (the 
Jones Act), which does not allow foreign- 
registered vessels to carry passengers 
between two U.S. ports, helps make the 
port of Vancouver a major transfer point 


and port of call for cruise ships operating 
between Los Angeles and Alaska. 

Vancouver’s natural setting, over- 
looking the ocean, dotted with green space 
and framed against the dramatic backdrop 
of the mountains, contrasts with the city’s 
modern skyline and contributes to its 
appeal. 

The appeal of this natural setting has 
undoubtedly helped the film industry to 
prosper in Vancouver in recent years, 
earning it the nickname ”Hollywood 
North.“ In addition to the numerous 
American productions, the city now also 
boasts an increasing number of Asian 
productions. 

In 1996, 4.7 million visitors spent at 
least one night in Vancouver. Only two 
visits out of five by Canadians were made 
while travelling to visit friends and rela- 
tives. Some 65 percent of visits by resi- 
dents of countries other than the United 
States were made during a pleasure trip, 
compared to half for Americans. Con- 
versely, only 17 percent of visits to 
Vancouver were made while on a business 
trip. 


In search of the external 
market 

One of a regional economic development 
corporation’s primary objectives is to 
stimulate spending by outsiders, thereby 
creating a greater multiplier effect. The 
degree of success in attaining this goal can 
be measured by the proportion of its 
market which is composed of visitors from 
outside the province. 

Vancouver ranks first in this regard 
(see Table 1), attracting nearly three- 
quarters of its visitors from provinces other 
than British Columbia, the United States 
and overseas countries. Vancouver 
depends on the Asian market more than 
any other CMA in Canada. 

Similarly, foreign visitors account for 
two-thirds of the St. Catharines-Niagara 
tourism market. In particular, this region 
is heavily dependent on American visitors, 
who make up 45 percent of its market. This 
is the highest proportion of visiting 
Americans among the major CMAs. 

London, on the other hand, is at the 
opposite end of the spectrum. This region 
has the largest local market of all the major 
CMAs. Although it ranks twelfth on the 
list of CMAs by number of tourists, it 
receives as many visitors from Ontario as 
the St. Catharines-Niagara region, which 
ranks seventh. 


More than 75 percent of visitors to 
London are Ontarians. Americans, 
mainly Michigan residents, comprise the 
region’s second-largest market, ahead of 
Canadians from the other provinces. 
Only 3 percent of visitors are from outside 
North America. 

The Quebec City CMA also relies 
heavily on the domestic provincial 
market. Three out of five visits to the 
region are made by residents of the 
province, who made nearly as many visits 
to Quebec City as to Montreal. The 
region 1s more popular with Americans 
and Europeans (particularly the French) 
than with Canadians from the other 
provinces. 


More tourists, higher 
spending 

Spending by visitors represents the 
absolute measurement of the direct 
economic impact of tourism in a region. 
Table 2 shows the level of spending by 
tourists in selected CMAs in Canada. The 
results observed are hardly surprising. 
They confirm that visits constitute a fairly 
accurate indicator for estimating the 
economic impact of tourism: the CMAs 
which received the most visits are also 
those which reported the highest tourism 
spending. 

In 1996, Canadian and foreign 
tourists injected $2.5 billion in the 
Toronto economy during visits of one or 
more nights. This was the highest amount 
spent ina CMA. 

Vancouver ranked second, with 
spending 28 percent lower than in 
Toronto. Total spending in Vancouver 
was 22 percent higher than in Montreal, 
which ranked third, although the number 
of visits in Vancouver was 17 percent 
lower than in Montreal. 

With very few exceptions, a region’s 
ranking by total spending reflects the 
number of visits it received. | 


Visitors stay longer in 
Vancouver 

In terms of the contribution to a region’s 
economy, spending by tourists is much 
more important than the number of 
tourists. Two measurements, namely 
average length of stay and spending per 
overnight stay, enable us to compare the 
success of tourism in the regions on a 
relative basis. Although they are partly 
dependent on the cost of living in each 
CMA, these measurements (Table 2) can 
still be considered an indication of a 
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destination’s attractiveness and of the 
number and variety of things to see and 
do there. 

The higher spending (Table 2) in 
Vancouver compared to Montreal, despite 
a lower volume of visits, is easily ex- 
plained with the help of these measure- 
ments. On the one hand, visitors stayed 
in Vancouver longer than anywhere else 
in Canada (4.0 overnight stays, one more 
than in Montreal); on the other hand, the 
Vancouver CMA also reported the highest 
average spending per overnight stay. 
When these two factors are combined, the 
result is spending per visit almost 
50 percent higher during visits to 
Vancouver than to Montreal. 


Residents of Victoria benefit 
from tourism 

However, the number of visits and the 
amount of total spending do not allow us 
to measure the relative economic impor- 
tance of tourism in the various regions. 
In order to get a better idea of this, it is 
necessary to divide total spending by a 
common denominator, namely the popula- 
tion of each CMA as determined by the 
1996 Census of the Population. 

Chart 2 presents spending by tourists 
in certain census metropolitan areas as a 
proportion of their respective populations. 
The pattern seen in this chart contrasts 
with those seen in the two previous tables. 
In this chart, Toronto and Montreal ranked 
ninth and tenth respectively. Moreover, 
for every man, woman and child living in 
the Victoria CMA, the tourism industry 
directly generated almost 2.5 times more 
spending in 1996 than for residents of 
Toronto ($1,414 versus $584). 

Victoria has the mildest climate in 
Canada. It is protected by coastal moun- 
tains and bathed by a warm current from 
the Pacific Ocean. Its ubiquitous gardens, 
which are in bloom year-round, and its 
”British“ character lend it a particular 
charm. Ferries from Washington State and 
British Columbia bring a constant flow of 
tourists. Its temperate climate also 
encourages Canadians to visit year-round. 
Only 30 percent of Canadian visitors to 
Victoria come during the summer (one of 
the lowest proportions along with 
Montreal and Edmonton), in contrast to a 
majority of foreign visitors who choose 
this season. Among overseas visitors, as 
many Europeans as Asians are attracted 
by Victoria.

St. Catharines-Niagara is the region 
with the second-highest tourism spending 
per capita, at $1,320. The region’s 
number one attraction is approximately 
12,000 years old and enjoys an interna- 
tional reputation: several falls, including 
the most famous one, in the shape of a 
horseshoe, which is located on the 
Canadian side and is more than 50 metres 
high and 675 metres long. Tourists eager 
to capture its majestic beauty on film 
reportedly buy more film here than any- 
where else in the world. It is not unusual 


to hear about ten different languages 
spoken when strolling along the scenic 
lookout leading to the falls. An entire 
tourism sector has developed around this 
natural site, including several observation 
towers, museums and souvenir shops. A 
casino opened its doors in December 
1996. The region is also a favourite 
destination for honeymoon couples. 
However, there is more to the 
St. Catharines-Niagara region than just 
Niagara Falls. It also boasts Niagara-On- 
The-Lake, a small town which has 
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conserved its quaint nineteenth century 
charm and is the home of a theatre festival 
highlighting the plays of George Bernard 
Shaw and some of his contemporaries. 
This festival runs from late April to mid- 
November in three different theatres. For 
its part, St. Catharines is located in the 
heart of the fruit-growing region of 
Ontario and includes a number of 
orchards and vineyards. 

The St. Catharines-Niagara region is 
the only region where the majority of 
visits by Canadians were made during 
pleasure trips (51 percent) rather than 
while visiting friends and relatives. As 
for foreign tourists, only Quebec City and 
Victoria received as high a proportion. 


Conclusion 

There are several traditional indicators, 
such as number of visits or total spending, 
for measuring the impact of tourism in 
census metropolitan areas. Now that the 
Canadian Travel Survey is gathering 
information on places visited between 
origin and destination, it is finally 
possible to obtain a more accurate picture 
than in the past. A word of caution is 
necessary, however: these indicators do 
not reveal the whole truth when it comes 
to comparing one region with another 
since the largest regions tend to dominate 
in absolute terms. It is therefore neces- 
sary to place visits and spending on a 
relative basis. In the course of this ana- 
lysis, we have demonstrated a method 
which can be used to draw a much more 
revealing picture than what the absolute 
figures provide. This method puts the 
results of the Canadian Travel Survey and 
the International Travel Survey in pers- 
pective against the size of the population 
of the region visited. 


Note to Readers 


A more extensive profile of municipal 
tourism markets has been developed in a 
recently completed work program called 
The Cities Project, sponsored by the 
Ontario Ministry of Economic Develop- 
ment, Trade and Tourism (MEDTT), the 
Canadian Tourism Commission, the 
Destination Marketing Research Group 
(DMRG), and Statistics Canada. This 
project allows these cities to compare their 
1996 performance and visitor profile with 
other cities in the country and provides the 
opportunity for common estimates of the 
economic value of visitors. For more

Definitions 
Census Metropolitan Area (CMA) 


A CMA is generally made of an urbanized core of a population at least 100,000, together 
with adjacent urban and rural areas which have a high degree of economic and social integration 
with the urbanized core. 


Methodology 
Canadian Travel Survey (CTS) 


The CTS gathers information on Canadian trips and travellers. The survey collects more than 
30 characteristics which include socio-demographic information on travellers, leisure activities, 
trip purpose, mode of transportation, length of stay, origin and destination and trip expenditures. 

The CTS, sponsored by the Canadian Tourism Commission and the provincial governments, 
is conducted as a supplement to Statistics Canada’s monthly Labour Force Survey (LFS). 
The LFS employs a complex probability sample representing almost all of the civilian residents 
of Canada 15 years of age and over. 

The CTS is done on a monthly basis and has a sample size of about 10,000 households 


each collection period. For each month, information is collected for all overnight trips, 
regardless of distance, and for all same-day trips having a one-way distance from home of 80 
kilometres (50 miles) or more. 

In 1996, the coefficient of variation, which represents the statistical measure of sampling 
variability, was 1.4 percent for trips of one or more nights and of 2.6 percent for spending 
during these trips. 


International Travel Survey (ITS) 


The ITS is a continuous questionnaire survey which collects quarterly information on the 
expenditure and other characteristics of the international traveller. A questionnaire is handed 
out to the travel party on entry by Canada Customs officials according to pre-arranged 
schedules. The questionnaire is then filled by a member of the travelling party and returned 
to Statistics Canada. 

Spending for a region is estimated by allocating total spending according to the number of 
nights spent in that region compared to the total duration of the trip in Canada. 

In 1996, the return rate of questionnaires was 6 percent for Americans and 4 percent for 
residents of countries other than the United States. 
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Traveller 
Accommodation Survey 
— 1995-96 Results 


The traveller Accommodation Survey is 
by far the largest and most comprehensive 
survey of the traveller accommodation 
industry service industries. Since the 
redesign in 1992, the survey has continued 
to be expanded to include a collection of 
other business operating characteristics 
and marketing information to meet the 
needs of increased interests from outside 
users. 

Recently released data from the 
1995-96 Traveller Accommodation 
Survey show that the business activity of 
traveller accommodation industries 
continued to grow. The total revenue 
generated by these hospitality service 
industries was up 5 percent to reach almost 
$10 billion. 

Although it represents only one-third 
of the number of establishments, the hotel 
and motor hotel industry generated 
$7.7 billion in revenue in 1995-96, 


Canadian Travel Survey Results, 
1996 


Throughout 1996, Statistics Canada 
interviewers spoke with 780,000 adult 


amounting to three-quarters of all accom- 
modation revenue. 

The motel industry and the other 
accommodation industries each had a 
share of 11 percent of all accommodation 
revenue. 

Most provinces shared in the sus- 
tained growth in revenue in 1995-96. The 
more significant exception was shown in 
Alberta where the large revenue increase 
in the previous year (8 percent) was 
reduced to 4 percent. 


The average room occupancy rate, as 
reported by the surveyed establishments 
of traveller accommodation industries, 
and in particular, of the hotel and motor 
hotel industry, showed an upward trend 
of two percentage points from the past 
year. The most significant increases were 
recorded in Quebec and Manitoba.

Canadians across the country about their 
domestic travel activity-the largest sample 
ever in the history of the survey and one 
of the largest domestic travel survey 
samples in the world.

International Travellers 
Second Quarter 1997 


Overseas residents made 1.1 million over- 
night trips to Canada during the second 
quarter of 1997, down 5.5% from the 
same quarter in 1996. Alberta and British 
Columbia were the provinces most 
affected economically by this drop. 
Meanwhile, travel between Canada 
and the United States was down slightly 


in both directions. Americans took 
3.5 million overnight trips to Canada, 
while Canadians made 3.7 million trips 
to the United States, both down 0.6% from 
1996. 


Strong Canadian dollar an important 
factor in the drop in overseas travel 
to Canada 

The drop in overseas travel to Canada of 
at least one night in the second quarter 
was the first since the first quarter of 1992. 
Since then, favourable economic condi- 
tions and exchange rates have contributed 
to maintain the upward trend. 

However, many foreign currencies 
have lost value compared with the 
Canadian dollar in the second quarter of 
1997 and Canada’s major markets have 
been strongly affected. Since the spring 
of 1995, the Japanese yen has lost 29% 
of its value compared with the Canadian 
dollar, the Swiss franc 19%, the German 
mark and the Dutch guilder 18% and the 
French franc 14%.

Western provinces most affected 
economically by the drop in overseas 
travel 
Overseas travellers spent $15 million less 
in Canada during overnight trips in the 
second quarter of 1997 than the same 
quarter in 1996. Alberta (down 
$37 million) and British Columbia (down 
$32 million) were the most affected 
provinces. In particular, Japanese visitors’ 
spending in the two provinces was down 
$63 million from last year, while British 
travellers spent $25 million less. 
Meanwhile, overseas visits of at least 
one night to the Atlantic provinces were 
up substantially and spending almost 
doubled. Spending in Ontario during 
overnight visits also increased from the 
second quarter of 1996 ($33 million). 


More tourists entering Canada 
directly from overseas 

Over 687,000 overseas travellers entered 
Canada directly, up 1.8% from the same 
period in 1996. The proportion of 
overseas travellers entering Canada 
directly rose following the increased 
supply of seats on direct routes between 
Canada and overseas countries, from 56% 
in the second quarter of 1996 to 61% in 
1997. The economic impact of this 
increase is important because travellers 


OO 
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who entered Canada directly stayed twice 
as long on average as those who entered 
via the United States and they spent 75% 
more in Canada per trip. However, the 
drop in the total number of overseas 
tourists (down 28% from the spring of 
1996) was caused by the decline in those 


travellers entering Canada by land via the 
United States.

Americans was down slightly during the 
spring of 1997 compared with the 
previous year. The decrease was mainly 
attributable to the drop in travel by car. 
Meanwhile, travel by other modes was on 
the rise. 

After nine quarters of steady 
advances, the number of trips by plane by 
Americans to Canada was stable at 
843,000. Preliminary estimates for the 
third quarter of 1997 indicate that the 
upward trend in air travel continued. 

Americans undertook more than three 
quarters of their overnight business trips 
to Canada by plane. During the second 
quarter of 1997, Americans made 6.9% 
more overnight business trips compared 
with the same period of 1996. However, 
they made 2.5% fewer leisure trips (which 
includes pleasure trips and visits to friends 
and relatives). Average spending on 
business trips was 90% higher than on 
leisure trips. 

Trips of one night only were up 7.9% 
in the second quarter of 1997 while longer 
trips (particularly those of 2 to 6 nights) 
dropped. Consequently, Americans spent 
1.8% fewer nights in Canada and their 
spending was down 1.3%. 


Increase in visits to Florida and 
Mexico by Canadians 

Canadians made 3.7 million overnight 
trips to the United States during the spring 
of 1997, a slight drop from the previous 
spring. However, the number of their 
overnight visits to Florida was up 21%, 
to 542,000. 

Even though New York State 
received the highest number of overnight 
visits from Canadians during the spring 
of 1997, Canadians spent the most money 
in Florida. During their stays, which 
averaged 28.4 nights, Canadians injected 
$755 million in the Florida economy, five 
times the amount they spent in New York 
State. Ontarians and Quebecers again 
made the majority of these visits to Florida 
during this period. 

Meanwhile, the number of overnight 
visits by Canadians to Mexico jumped to 
99,000 (83%), second to the United 
Kingdom in overseas countries visited.

States than residents of these countries 
spent in Canada. The result was a slight 
deficit of $3 million, the first deficit since 
the second quarter of 1995. A surplus of 
$27 million was recorded during the 
second quarter of 1997. However, the third 
quarter deficit remains well below the $294 
million deficit of the first quarter of 1990, 
when tensions ran high in the Persian Gulf. 

Spending by overseas residents in 
Canada fell 4.5% from the second to the 
third quarter, to $1.3 billion. Those tourism 
receipts peaked at $1.5 billion in the fourth 
quarter of 1996 and have been falling ever 
since (-10%). 

The strength of the Canadian dollar 
compared with most European currencies 
and the Japanese yen and the slowdown in 
the economy of some Asian countries have 
discouraged many overseas residents from 
travelling to Canada and spending as much 
as in the past. 

Meanwhile, Canadians spent 2.3% 
less in countries other than the United 
States during the third quarter than during 
the second quarter. This was the third 
consecutive decline since the fourth quarter 
of 1996, when Canadians spent a record 
$1.4 billion.

Deficit in Canada’s travel account with 
the United States down slightly 
During the third quarter of 1997, 
Americans spent $1.7 billion while 
travelling in Canada, down 1.3% from the 
record high in the previous quarter. The 
travel account deficit still shrank slightly 
(-0.6%, to $792 million) because the 
decrease in receipts was more than com- 
pensated for by lower spending by 
Canadians in the United States, which 
totalled $2.5 billion. 

Spending by Canadians in the United 
States and the travel account deficit 
between the two countries peaked in the 
fourth quarter of 1991. At that time, the 
Canadian dollar was worth US$0.87 and 
the number of same-day car trips by 
Canadians to the United States, often used 
as an indicator of cross-border shopping, 
was at an all-time high. 


The international travel account 
deficit increased 

Canada’s international travel account 
deficit was up 3.3% in the third quarter, 
with both total receipts and payments 
down. 

Foreign visitors injected a little more 
than $3.0 billion into the Canadian 
economy, down 2.7% from the previous 
quarter. Meanwhile, Canadians spent $3.8 
billion while travelling abroad, down 
1.5%.

The TPI rises 4.7 percent from the 
same period last year 

In the third quarter of 1997, consumers 
experienced a sharp rise of 4.7 percent in 
the cost of the goods and services con- 
tained in the Travel Price Index basket, 
compared with the same period of last 
year. This was the biggest quarterly hike 
recorded since the third quarter of 1991. 
The rise was dominated by a 15.7 percent 
surge in the cost of inter-city transporta- 
tion. Increases in car insurance premiums 
plus higher gas costs may in part explain 
the situation. The largest third-quarter 
increase was recorded in 1986, when 
inter-city transportation costs shot up 22.7 
percent. Tobacco products and smokers’ 
supplies, along with operation of auto- 
motive vehicles and spectator entertain- 
ment, were among others recording 
increases. 

During this period, consumers got 
some respite from a drop in the cost of 
photographic equipment, as well as 
photographic services and supplies. 

By way of comparison, cost of all 
goods and services, as included in the 
Consumer Price Index (CPI), rose to 
138.1. This was a 1.8 percent increase 
over the third quarter of 1996. 


The TPI rises 4.5 percent from last 
quarter 

The Travel Price Index climbed 
4.5 percent in the third quarter of 1997 
over the preceding quarter. During the 
third quarter of 1997, travellers had to pay 
16.2 percent more for accommodation 
costs, partly because of summer rates. 


Inter-city transportation costs rose 
9.1 percent due to airfare hikes. Prices 
usually rise in July because of increased 
summer demand, but the July 1997 
increase was bigger than usual. Costs of 
rental and leasing of automotive vehicles 
climbed 1.9 percent and the cost of opera- 
tion of automotive vehicles rose

Leisure travellers who include a culture/heritage activity 
in their trip travel greater distances, have longer stays and 
higher spending per trip compared to other leisure 
travellers. 


Accommodation establishments benefitted from culture and 
heritage travel, with campgrounds receiving the majority 
of the commercial nights. 


Culture/heritage travel is more susceptible to seasonal 
peaking, with the majority of trips taking place in the 
summer. 


Canadians who participated in leisure trips with culture/ 
heritage activities are more likely to be women, to have a 
university or college education, and to have higher incomes 
than other types of leisure travellers. 


rom jazz festivals to local agricultural fairs to World- 

class heritage sites, Canadians love culture and will 

travel great distances to attend events or experience 
unique parts of Canada’s history and culture. There are myriad 
examples of the impact culture/heritage tourism has on local 
economies, not to mention the role in raising awareness of 
Canada’s rich culture and heritage’. The Stratford Theatre 
Festival contributes many jobs to the local economy; the annual 
Winnipeg Ethnic Festival attracts visitors from the mid-Western 
United States and from Canada; the Festival international de

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jazz de Montréal is one of the largest 
festivals in Canada, to name just a few. 

Tourism is increasingly seen as a 
means of providing a link between cul- 
ture, heritage and identity and economic 
development and job stimulation. Each 
year, Canadian communities are expand- 
ing their repertoire of local events and 
activities in recognition of their impor- 
tance in attracting tourists. 

As shown on Table 1, participation 
in cultural activities among the general 
population is quite evident with over half 
of Canadians aged 15 and over indicat- 
ing that in 1992 they had visited a 
museum or art gallery or attended a festi- 
val, fair or exhibition. Given this broad 
interest among the population, it is not 
surprising that Canadians often include 
a culture/heritage activity on their domes- 
tic travel agenda. In some instances it may 
be their main motivation for taking a trip.

Culture/heritage travel can include 
anything from visiting an historic site to 
watching a festival or performing arts 
event to appreciating nature. Using the 
Canadian Travel Survey (CTS) results it 
is possible to distinguish travellers who 
participated in specific culture/heritage 
activities. 


The size and nature of the 
market 

In 1996, Canadians took approximately 
14 million leisure trips (travel for plea- 
sure, visiting friends or relatives and per- 
sonal reasons) that involved participation 


in one or more culture/heritage activity, 
12% of all leisure trips. The 1996 
Domestic Tourism Market Research Study 
conducted by the Canadian Tourism 
Commission (CTC) supports this finding 
of the relative share of the cultural travel 
segment. This study estimated that cultural 
travellers represented an estimated 15% of 
all travellers’. 

In 1996, participation in culture/heri- 
tage activities among Canadian travellers 
(Table 2) resembles somewhat the 1992 
participation rate by the Canadian popu- 
lation aged 15 years and older (Table 1). 
Attending festivals or fairs is the most 
popular activity among the culture/heritage 
travel group. The lowest participation was 
noted for aboriginal or native cultural 
events, indicating the niche aspect of this 
activity.

Canada in 1996 spent close to $3 billion’ 
or approximately one-quarter of the 
spending by all leisure travellers during 
trips of one or more nights. They spent 
more nights away from home and travelled 
greater distances: 565 km versus 343 km 
for other travellers. As a result, planes 
were used more often among culture/ 
heritage travellers — 8% of their trips

versus 4% among other travellers. Due 
to their tendency to take longer and more 
expensive trips, their average spending of 
$255 per trip was more than double the 
spending by other travellers. 


Commercial accommodation 
establishments benefit 
Canadians travelling in their country who 
included culture/heritage activities as part 
of their itinerary tended to stay with fnends 
or family, resulting in over half their nights 
being spent in non-commercial accom- 
modations. Their dependency on friends 
or family for accommodation was how- 
ever less than that of other leisure travel- 
lers: 42% compared to 58% of nights 
respectively. An estimated 36% of culture/ 
heritage nights were spent in commercial 
accommodation, with campgrounds 
representing the largest share. Hotels 
ranked as the second most popular com- 
mercial accommodation choice among 
culture/heritage travellers. 

Summer time travel was more domi- 
nant among culture/heritage travellers 
than other leisure travellers, although this 
may be somewhat related to the many 
offerings of festival and special events 
and the outdoor nature of certain culture/ 
heritage activities. In 1996, 55% of culture/ 
heritage trips occurred in the third quarter 
(summer) compared to 35% for other 
leisure travel. About 20% of trips were 
taken in the spring (April, May and June) 
compared to 14% in the winter and just

11% in the fall (October, November and 
December). 

Canadian travellers participating in 
culture/heritage oriented events or activities 
have some of the same socio-demographic 
characteristics as other travellers. How- 
ever, culture and heritage participants 
were more likely to be women, to have a 
university or college education and earn 
higher incomes than other leisure travel- 
lers, possibly reflecting a slightly more 
upscale market segment. 

With increasing tourist demand for 
unique and authentic experiences that add 
value to an individual’s quality of life, 
there will be expected growth in “learning” 
type vacations’. Many players in the 
tourism industry are already realizing the 
advantages in forging partnerships with 
the culture/heritage community. The 
Department of Canadian Heritage has 
made a significant effort to work with the 
tourism industry, including strong ties

Domestic Package 
Travel — An 
Untapped Market’?

Highlights: 


@ Domestic package use is still relatively 
small, accounting for two million trips 
in 1996, or just 2% of non-business 
trips. 


@ Average expenditures by the package 
travel consumer are more than double 
average spending for other travellers. 


@ Canadians taking package trips tend 
to travel further distances and spend 
more nights away from home than 
most travellers. 


© Car travel remains dominant among 
package travellers representing over 
two-thirds of package trips of one or 
more nights. 


@ When travelling on a package trip, 
Canadians are most likely to check into 
hotels. 


@ Restaurant meals and accommodation 
are the two most common items 
included in a package.

anadian consumers browsing 
through most travel agency offices 
are likely to be bombarded with 
brochures beckoning them to take a cruise 
to the Caribbean, tour the rich history of 
Europe, enjoy a theater package in London 
or sample wines in California, to name a 
few. But where are the tantalizing 
Canadian packaged products? 

In reality few domestic packages are 
assembled and sold by Canadian tour 
operators, travel agents, airlines and other 
partners. The larger operators focus 
instead on the high volumes of Canadians 
going to foreign destinations’. This is 
supported by results from the 1995 Annual 
Survey of Travel Agencies and Tour Ope- 
rators which found that 55% of travel 
agency revenues were generated from the 
sale of travel services to foreign destina- 
tions. Among tour operators, the ratio was 
even higher, with 75% of revenues coming 
from foreign destination travel. 

Canadian domestic travellers are an 
independent group of consumers who 
typically take their own car and frequently 
stay with friends or family. When they do 
travel on a package, it is most likely in the 
winter to a sun destination. Canadian 
package tours are a potentially tough sell 
for travel agents who can more easily 
promote the merits of a packaged holiday 
to Florida in the dead of a Canadian winter 
or the allure of a gourmet tour of France 
in the spring. However, part of this may 
be due to the fact that there is very little 
packaged product in Canada, and what is 
typically available is the traditional bus 
tour package aimed at an older market. 


Research has shown that Canadians 
would travel more in Canada, particularly 
in the off-season, if reasonable travel pro- 
ducts were available*. In response, the 
tourism industry has begun to create a 
wider variety of packaged alternatives for 
Canadians. Sunflight Holiday’s On 
Canada brochure which advertises flights 
to 24 cities in Canada, and Club Canada- 
City and Country by Regent Holidays are 
some examples of new packages being 
developed for the domestic market. 

There are numerous combinations 
that can make up a package trip. In addi- 
tion, the package travel market might 
mean different things to different busi- 
nesses. When two or more travel com- 
modities are purchased together (e.g., 
accommodation and transportation) by 
domestic travellers before the trip depar- 
ture, it is recorded as a package trip by 
the Canadian Travel Survey (CTS). 
Therefore, someone who pre-paid their 
hotel accommodation, which included 
theatre tickets, would be considered a 
package user. 


The size and nature of the 
market 

In 1996, approximately two million 
domestic trips involved a package com- 
ponent, representing 2% of same-day and 
non-business trips of one or more nights 
(defined as travel for visiting friends or 
relatives, pleasure or personal reasons). 
The majority of these trips (78%) were 
trips of one or more nights, while same- 
day excursions represented the remaining 
22%. Travellers reported spending over 
$600 million while on package trips, 
representing a 6% share of non-business 
travel spending in 1996. Package travel- 
lers spent an average of $333 per trip, 
compared to just $89 for all other 
travellers. This is no doubt due to the

Ontario and Quebec 

residents account for largest 
package use 

Ontario and Quebec residents accounted 
for the largest share of domestic package 
trips in 1996, corresponding closely with 
the distribution of travel agency and tour 
operator revenues. According to the 
1995 Annual Survey of Travel Agencies 
and Tour Operators travel agency 
revenues (for both international and 
domestic destinations) are largely con- 
centrated in Ontario and Quebec (80% 
of revenues), while Quebec, Ontario and 
British Columbia accounted for 85% of 
tour operator revenues. 

Quebec revealed a higher share of 
package trips compared to its share of 
other trips, possibly reflecting a greater 
tendency among Quebeckers to purchase 
packages or a wider availability of 
packaged products.

Who goes on package trips? 

The profile of package users changes 
dramatically by type of transportation® 
used on the trip. Package users travelling 
by car tended to be married. Almost half 
of package car travellers were college or 
university graduates, compared to one- 
quarter of bus package travellers.

An active travel itinerary 

Over half of all package trips involved a 
sporting or outdoor activity compared to 
only 29% for all leisure trips. Domestic 
travel packages, therefore, provide an 
opportunity for Canadians to participate in 
a favourite activity, pointing to a desire for 
a more active holiday. Walking, which 
ranges from a leisurely stroll to an energe- 
tic hike, was the key outdoor/sporting acti- 
vity among the package market, followed 
by swimming. Downhill skiing was 


another popular sporting activity among 
package users. Package travellers also 
enjoyed sightseeing and shopping. 
Smaller participation was noted for 
activities such as cultural or spectator 
sport events. 


Potential for travel market 
growth 

A decade ago in 1986, 2% of domestic 
travel of one or more nights involved a 
package component, virtually unchanged 
from the share in 1996. Given the 
research suggesting that Canadians would 
be amenable to domestic packaged 
products if more were made available and 
given the relatively low market penetra- 
tion, it would appear that much oppor- 
tunity exists for expanding package 
travel’. The 1995 Annual Survey of 
Traveller Accommodation® found that 
two-thirds of hotels do not offer package 
tours.

International Travellers 
Third Quarter 1997 


Americans travelling to Canada for at least 
one night increased their spending in the 
third quarter of 1997 compared with the 
same quarter of 1996, while residents of 
overseas countries spent less. The net 
result was positive for most of the Atlantic 
provinces, but negative for Alberta and 
British Columbia. 


More Americans flying to 
Canada for a stay of one or 
more nights 

American tourists injected $2.5 billion 
directly into the Canadian economy during 
their 5.9 million stays of one or more 
nights in the third quarter of 1997. It was 
a $140-million increase (5.8%) over the 
amount spent during the same quarter of 
the previous year. 

The fallout from the Open Skies 
agreement (implemented in February 1995 
to liberalize cross-border plane travel 
between Canada and the United States) 
has been positive for Canada. In the third 
quarter of 1997, Americans flew to 
Canada for almost 1.2 million trips of one 
or more nights, up 7.7% from the previous 
summer. Meanwhile, the number of car 
trips of at least one night by Americans to 
Canada remained at 3.9 million. 

The proportion of Americans who 
flew to Canada to spend at least one night 
stood at 20% in the summer of 1997, up 
from 15% in 1994. The impact of this 
change in the American market profile is

important for the Canadian economy. 
While still more American tourists drove 
across the border during the third quarter 
of 1997 than flew to Canada, the latter 
generally came from farther away, stayed 
longer in Canada (five nights compared 
with four) and spent twice as much on 
average per night ($160 compared with 
$80). 

Overall, American tourists who flew 
to Canada spent $1.0 billion during the 
summer of 1997, up 8.3% from the 
previous summer. 


Travellers who came to Canada to 
visit friends and relatives had the largest 
increase in the number of their trips of 
one or more nights in the third quarter of 
1997 (23.3%, to 195,000). Business 
(7.7%) and leisure (4.1%) trips of one or 
more nights were also up. 

American business travellers who 
entered Canada by plane spent 4.5% less 
on average per night and their total 
spending in the third quarter dropped from 
$354 million in 1996 to $343 million in 
1997 (3.2%). However, spending by 
travellers visiting friends and relatives 
(22.0%) or on holidays (17.3%) jumped. 


Americans made more visits 
of one or more nights to most 
Atlantic provinces 

Most Atlantic provinces received a 
greater number of visits of at least one 
night from Americans during the third 
quarter of 1997. Americans made 153,000 
overnight visits to Prince Edward Island, 
a 50% jump from the summer of 1996. 
The 13-kilometre Confederation Bridge 
over Northumberland Strait, which

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facilitates access to the island from New 
Brunswick, was officially opened to 
traffic on the last day of May. 

During their stays, American travel- 
lers spent $40 million in Prince Edward 
Island, 37% more than the previous year. 
Americans also made 22% more visits 
of at least one night to Nova Scotia 
(266,000) and 13% more to New 
Brunswick (245,000). However, their 
visits to Newfoundland were down 
almost one-third, to 19,000. 

The Yukon benefitted from the 
largest increase of one or more nights 
visits by Americans (43%) after Prince 
Edward Island. Americans made 158,000 
visits to the Yukon and spent $47 million. 


Overseas tourists spent less 
in Canada 

Overseas residents made 1.8 million trips 
of one or more nights to Canada in the 
third quarter of 1997, down 5.1%. 
Leisure travellers seem to have been more 
sensitive than other travellers to the drop 
in the value of the currency of many 
European countries and the Japanese yen 
compared with the Canadian dollar. 
Overseas residents reduced the number 
of their stays of one or more nights in 
Canada by 15%. Meanwhile, business 
travellers (16%) and those who came 
to visit friends and relatives (10%) 
increased the number of their trips of one 
or more nights to Canada. 

The positive impact of the increased 
spending by American tourists to Canada 
in the third quarter of 1997 was tapered 
by a $43 million decrease in spending by 
overseas tourists (2.1%), at $2.1 billion. 

The reductions in spending by 
overseas residents were largest in Alberta 
and British Columbia. Europeans spent 
$160 million in British Columbia, down 
33% from the previous year and the 
smallest amount since the summer of 
1991. Meanwhile, Asians reduced their 
spending in that province by 20%, to 
$92 million. In Alberta, Europeans spent 
24% less and Asians, 19% less.

The international travel account deficit 
grew for the second consecutive year 
in 1997. It reached $3.2 billion, up 
6.7% from 1996. The deficit peaked at 
$6.4 billion in 1992. 

Spending by Canadians abroad and 
receipts from foreign visitors reached 
unprecedented levels in 1997. Canadians 
spent $15.6 billion during their interna- 
tional trips, up 3.2% from the previous 
year. Meanwhile, foreigners travelling to 
Canada injected $12.4 billion directly into 
the country’s economy, 2.3% more than 
in 1996. 


New deficit in Canada’s travel 
account with overseas 
countries 

After having been in a surplus position the 
previous two years, the travel account 
balance between Canada and overseas 
countries showed a deficit again in 1997. 
This deficit reached $134 million com- 
pared with a surplus of $335 million in 
1996. 

The strengthening of the Canadian 
dollar compared with most European 
currencies and the Japanese yen was an 
important factor in the deterioration of 
Canada’s travel account balance with 
countries other than the United States. 

Canada became more expensive in 
the eyes of residents of these countries, 
which may have deterred them from 
choosing Canada as a travel destination 
as much as in 1996. In 1997, the number 
of overnight trips overseas residents made 
to Canada decreased by 3.4%. Further- 
more, those who came may have been 
inclined to spend less. Meanwhile, Europe

has become a more attractive destination 
for Canadians. Canadians made a record 
number of trips to overseas destinations 
in 1997. 

Another factor has been the financial 


crisis in Asia, one of Canada’s tourism 
markets, which had experienced major 
growth in the last few years. According 
to preliminary results from the World 
Tourism Organization (WTO), residents 
of Asian countries travelled less in 1997, 
contributing to slower growth for global 
tourism. 

Residents of overseas countries spent 
$5.5 billion in Canada in 1997, down 
1.6% from 1996. It was the first annual 
decrease since 1983. 

Meanwhile, Canadians spent 7.3% 
more during their trips in countries other 
than the United States in 1997 compared 
with a year earlier, bringing the total to 
$5.6 billion — the highest on record.

Lower deficit in travel account 
between Canada and the 
United States 

In 1997, Americans travelled more to 
Canada and spent more money while here. 
Spending by Americans increased by 
5.6% to $6.9 billion. Meanwhile, Cana- 
dians travelling to the United States spent 
1.0% more than during the previous year 
($10.0 billion). The net result was a 
decrease in the travel account deficit 
between Canada and the United States, 
which reached $3.1 billion. 


Fourth quarter of 1997 

In the fourth quarter of 1997, a record 
$1.7 billion in receipts from American 
travellers combined with lower spending 
by Canadians in the United States contri- 
buted to a 13.8% drop in the travel account 
between Canada and the United States. 
This deficit of $672 million was the 
smallest since the first quarter of 1995. 

Meanwhile, the travel account with 
countries other than the United States 
showed a deficit for the second consecu- 
tive quarter ($142 million). This travel 
account showed a surplus from the third 
quarter of 1995 to the second quarter of 
1997. 

Spending by Canadians in overseas 
countries reached a new high of $1.5 billion 
in the fourth quarter of 1997. Meanwhile, 
spending by residents of overseas coun- 
tries was at its lowest level ($193 million) 
since the fourth quarter of 1995. Overall, 
the international travel account deficit was 
down 4.7% in the fourth quarter to 
$815 million.

The TPI rises 4.0% between 
1996 and 1997 

Between 1996 and 1997, the prices of 
almost all components of the TPI 
increased; the few decreases recorded 
were too slight to halt the overall upward 
trend in the TPI. Inter-city transportation 
experienced the largest increase, climbing 
12% from the previous year. In particular, 
the cost of air travel contributed the most 
to this increase. Overall, the TPI was up 
4.0% in 1997 over 1996. Between 1981 
and 1989, the TPI was regularly below 
the CPI, except for 1987 when the two 
indices were the same. However, as the 
growth in the TPI constantly outpaced 
that of the CPI, a new phenomenon 
eventually developed. Accordingly, since 


1990, the TPI has exceeded the CPI and 
the gap between these two indices has 
grown steadily. In 1997, 13.6 points 
separated the TPI and the CPI. 


The TPI is up 2.9% over the 
same period last year 

In the fourth quarter of 1997, consumers 
experienced a 2.9% increase in the prices 
of the basket of goods and services of the 
Travel Price Index, compared to the same 
quarter last year. This overall increase was 
prompted mainly by a 10.4% rise in the 
cost of inter-city transportation and a 
5.4% rise in the cost of tobacco products 
and smokers’ supplies. Travellers did, 
however, enjoy a 2.0% decrease in the 
cost of rental and leasing of automotive 
vehicles. 


In comparison, the CPI was up 1.0% in 
the fourth quarter of 1997 over the same 
quarter last year. 


The TPI falls 3.8% from the 
previous quarter 

During the fourth quarter of 1997, the 
Travel Price Index fell 3.8% from the 
third quarter. In comparison, the cost of 
all goods and services included in the 
Consumer Price Index fell only 0.1% in 
the fourth quarter of 1997. 

The drop in the TPI between the third 
and fourth quarters of 1997 can be 
attributed largely to the seasonal drop in 
traveller accommodation prices, which 
was in the order of 18.1%. Consumers 
also paid 2.3% less for inter-city 
transportation.

The domestic market continues to be the 
main source of tourism spending. 
Canadians spent almost $10.4 billion 
travelling in Canada. In comparison, 
foreign visitors spent $5.6 billion in 
Canada, or 35.5% of the total. 

During summer 1997, domestic 
spending increased for all of the major 
goods and services. Expenditures by 
Canadian tourists in their own country 
rose 2.7% over the previous year. This 
growth is attributable to the 8.7% rise in 
expenditures on air transportation — itself 
attributable to higher prices rather than 
an increase in passenger volume — as well 
as to a 6.5% increase in spending on 
accommodation.

Aging Baby Boomers and What it Means for Domestic Travel 


in the 21 Century

Te signs are all around us.....from coffee mugs 
boasting that “There is life after 50” to the popularity 
of golf to the growing number of adult lifestyle 
communities: Canada’s population is getting older. The aging 
of the baby boom generation is largely responsible for this 
trend, coupled with historically low fertility and mortality 
rates. 

The baby boom generation has established trends in the 
marketplace as they have proceeded along the demographic 
trail. Tourism is no exception. Almost four out of every ten 
Canadians travelling within Canada were baby boomers in 
1996 and they spent 53% of the total domestic expenditures. 
This article explores how this demographic cohort is 
influencing many current domestic travel trends and how 
these may shift in the future based on the travel behaviour of 
older age groups. 


Baby boomers make up one-third of Canada’s 
population 

Between 1946 and 1965 almost ten million Canadians were 
born, representing the most significant demographic develop- 
ment in Canada since the Second World War (Chart 1). Today 
this generation of baby boomers represents fully one-third 
of Canada’s population or 9.7 million persons. The baby 
boom generation breaks into two sub-groups’, the first-wave 
boomers being the leading edge of the boom born between 
1946 and 1955. They have been able to reap many of the 
benefits of being part of a large cohort, simply by being 
toward the front of the line in a generation that would create,

through its sheer numbers, strong new 
demands for goods and services. 

Unlike their older counterparts, the 
second-wave boomers born between 
1956 and 1965 have been less well 
positioned to take advantage of certain 
trends. For example, housing prices 
were driven to record highs in the 1980s, 
making home ownership more difficult 
or even impossible for some of the 
younger boomers. Following the baby 
boom came a baby bust (1966 to 1979) 
as the number of births plummeted to 
historic lows. 

However, maternity wards were 
busy again in the 1980s as the majority 
of baby boomer women were having 
children. The mini-boom or echo boom 
started in 1980 and peaked in 1990 at 
406,000 births. Nevertheless, baby 
boomer women decided to have fewer 
children than their parents, as the 
average fertility rate dropped from a 
high of 3.9 births in 1959 to 1.7 by the 
1970s. 

As baby boomers have evolved 
through various life stages, their needs, 
tastes and behaviours have changed. 
For example, cocooning was considered 
a popular trend during the 1980s as 
many boomers were busy raising young 
families and were content to stay at 
home, rent movies and buy take-out 
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foods.’ But now that their children are 
growing up and mortgages are being paid 
off, boomers are emerging from their 
cocoons. 

Over the coming decades aging 
boomers will make up the largest ever 
mature domestic travel market, which 
will represent many challenges and 
opportunities for the tourism industry. 
What will their needs be as they enter 
the next decade and how closely will they 
resemble the generations that preceded 
them? Some clues may be found in 
current travel patterns of baby boomers 
and those of mature travellers now 
enjoying their retirement years. 


Baby boomers dominate 
Canadian domestic travel 

The distribution of domestic trips by age 
mirrors the demographic makeup of the 
population. Canadians aged 31 to 50 
(baby boomers) dominated the popula- 
tion as well as the share of one-or-more- 
night domestic trips in 1996. In fact, they 
accounted for a greater share of trips 
relative to their population. In contrast, 
the share of travel among younger (under 
15 years) and older age groups (aged 61 
and over) dropped below their proportion 
of the population, particularly among 
travellers aged 71 and over. In total, baby

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boomers took 39% of total domestic trips 
in 1996 and, if their children’s (under 
age 15) trips are included, boomers were 
responsible for half of domestic travel 
(Table 1). They claimed an even larger 
share of domestic tourism expenditures 
(53%) in 1996, underpinning the impor- 
tance of understanding the changing 
needs and tastes of this influential 
generation (Table 2). 


Population over the age of 50 
to top 10 million by 2006 

By the year 2006, half of boomers will 
already have celebrated their 50th birth- 
days while the youngest boomers will 
be in their 40s. Between 1996 and 2006,

Canada’s population is projected to 
grow by an estimated 12%, and between 
2006 and 2016 by a further 10%. The 
population over the age of 50 is expected 
to swell from 7.5 million in 1996 to 10.0 
million in 2006, and to 13.2 million by 
2016. Also, the 15 to 30 age group will 
expand due to the aging of the echo 
generation. 


Front-end baby boomers will 
lead domestic travel growth 

in the 21st century 

As front-end boomers enter their 50s by 
2006, the number of domestic travellers 
in this age group (51-60) will explode

from 1.8 million to an estimated 2.7 
million or 52% between 1996 and 2006 
(Chart 2). Between 2006 and 2016 these 
same boomers, aged 61 to 70, will push 
this travelling age cohort up from 1.3 to 
1.9 million. As younger boomers reach 
the 41 to 50 age group by 2006, the 
number of travellers will expand 23% 
compared to 1996. All older age groups 
should experience healthy growth in 
numbers over the next twenty years. In 
contrast, the proportion of travellers 
among the younger age groups will 
remain relatively flat or even decline 
over the next ten to twenty years. The 
aging echo boom will also push growth 
in the number of travellers aged 15 to 
30 between 1996 and 2006. 


Domestic travel peaks among 
travellers in their 30s and 40s 
As shown in Chart 3, overnight non- 
business domestic travel participation 
(the ratio of the number of travellers to 
their population size) peaked at 60% 
among the 31 to 40 age group and 
59% among travellers aged 41 to 50. 
Domestic travel participation dropped to 
48% among the 61 to 70 age group and 
then fell sharply to 37% among those 
over 70 years of age. Over the next two 
decades as baby boomers maintain 
relatively high travel participation, they 
will continue to dominate domestic 
travel. In fact, the major increases in 
domestic travel over the 1996 to 2016 
period will be led by the aging baby 
boomers. By the year 2016 almost one- 
third of travellers will be over the age 
of 50 compared to 23% in 1996. 

An aging travel population also has 
many implications for international 
travel activity. Although this analysis 
focuses on domestic travel patterns, it 
is worth noting a few international travel 
habits by age group. As Chart 3 reveals, 
relative to their population, Canadians 
aged 51 to 60 claimed the highest travel 
rate to the United States, although this 
rate is much lower than the percentage 
travelling in Canada: 21% and 58% 
respectively. Travel participation to 
other countries is much lower than to 
both domestic and U.S. destinations

among all age groups but is just slightly 
higher among Canadians aged 41 to 50. 
If these international travel patterns 
continue in the future, aging boomers 
may increase their trips outside the 
country while reducing their travel in 
Canada. 


VFR travel increasingly 

popular among older travellers 
As a large segment of the population 
enters retirement and has more leisure 
time, travel to visit friends and relatives 
(VFR) will become more prevalent in the 
next decade. VFR travel already 
accounts for a big chunk of overnight 


domestic travel (43% in 1996) and, 
given current participation rates and 
demographic shifts, this share will 
expand. As shown in Chart 4, VFR was 
the main reason for more than one-third 
of both the younger and the older baby 
boomer trips of one or more nights in 
1996 but rose to 57% among travellers 
aged 71 and over. 

As baby boomers age, VFR will 
likely play a more important role in 
their lives: In 1996,.22% of. VER 
travellers were over the age of 50. By 
2006 the share of travellers over the age 
of 50 will jump to 27%, and further to 
32% in 2016. An expanding VFR travel 
market presents many challenges and 
opportunities for the tourism industry. 
Research has shown that the VFR 
market is a large and important tourism 
market, but it is a travel market that is 
more self-reliant and depends somewhat 
less on tourism services than other travel 
markets. 


Aging boomers will increase 
the average age of business 
travellers 
Due to their prime business travel age, 
baby boomers accounted for a hefty 
62% of business trips of one or more 
nights in 1996 (see Table 3), far in 
excess of their proportion in the popula- 
tion. In 1996, travellers in their 40s had 
the greatest tendency to travel on 
business (Chart 4). In 1996, 17% of 
travel by older boomers (aged 41 to 50) 
was for business versus 13% among 
those aged 51 to 60 and 4% for travellers 
aged 61 to 70. The average age of 
business travellers will rise dramatically 
over the next twenty years as aging 
boomers, who will have reached more 
senior positions, continue to take 
business trips. The share of business 
travellers over the age of 50 will jump 
from 18% in 1996 to 28% in 2016. Itis 
only when the older boomers begin to 
enter their retirement years around 2010 
that the average age of business travel- 
lers will start to reverse. 

Older business travellers could 
represent new marketing opportunities. 
For instance, mature travellers (aged 51 
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Chart 4 and over) had the greatest tendency to 
take their spouses along on a business 
trip, with one-quarter of their business 
trips in 1996 involving two adults 
travelling together. On the other hand,

domestic travel nights in 1996. 
Cottages will probably remain fairly 
popular over the coming decades as 
aging boomers have the income to 
purchase them or, in some instances, 
inherit cottages from their parents. 
Campgrounds will see their prime 
market — young families — dwindle in 
the coming decades as the population 
ages. Camping was most prevalent 
among boomers (age 31 to 50), repre- 
senting 10% of their nights away from 
home in 1996. However, this age

bracket will decrease from a 21% share 
in 1996 to 17% by 2006. Camping still 
remained relatively high among older age 
groups, which is a positive sign for 
growth into the next century. Campers 
over the age of 50 could account for 30% 
of the nights spent in campgrounds in 
2006, compared to 20% of nights in 1996. 


Air travel by mature travellers 
may double by 2016 

Air travel is most common among travel- 
lers in their 40s, no doubt due to the

frequent business trips by this age group. 
In 1996, older baby boomers (aged 41 
to 50) accounted for over half of airline 
trips. Another trend relevant to the 
airline industry is the aging of the 
population and the continued use of air 
travel among mature travellers. The bulk 
of the increased trips by air will be 
among the over 51 crowd, with air travel 
by this age group possibly doubling over 
the 1996 to 2016 period (see Chart 5). 

Auto travel is the dominant mode 
for domestic travel among all age 
groups and will likely remain the most 
important mode for older travellers. Bus 
and rail travel still represent relatively 
low utilization (3% and 1% respec- 
tively) among all travellers; however, 
the good news for those working in these 
modes is that their use increases among 
older travellers. In 1996, travellers aged 
71 and over took the highest share of 
bus trips relative to their overall trips 
(9%). Rail travel also increases among 
older age groups but it still represents a 
relatively small market share. The needs 
of a burgeoning aging baby boom 
population may stimulate demand and 
open up the possibility of new marketing 
initiatives for these modes. 


Longer trip durations will 
become more prevalent 

Over the past two decades, trips have 
become shorter in part due to family 
formation by the boomers and the pre- 
valence of dual professions among 
boomer couples. The weekend getaway 
emerged in the 1980s as time-pressured 
travellers needed short breaks, an 
alternative to the longer vacations of the 
past. The average trip duration for all 
travellers is 3.2 nights; however as 
Chart 6 reveals, older travellers stay 
away longer than their younger counter- 
parts. Therefore, the tourism industry 
may start to see trip durations increase 
as an expanding, maturing travel 
segment has more time to spend away 
from home. 

This has many implications for the 
travel industry as the baby boom moves 
into the older age groups. Maturing 
travellers may seek destinations that 
offer longer stay arrangements such as 
weekly or monthly rates, or other 
accommodation alternatives like home

stays, apartment rentals and so on. Many 
international destinations currently offer 
such alternatives for travellers, such as 
gîtes in France, home stay or cottage 
rental programs in Great Britain and 
condominium rentals in Florida, to name 
a few. Canada does currently provide 
some longer stay arrangements such as 
cottage rentals and university dormitory 
stays through the Elderhostel program; 
however there may be room for 
expansion of such products. 


Mature travellers will make 
one-third of overnight 
domestic expenditures by 
2016 

In 1996 mature travellers (aged 51 and 
over) spent almost one-quarter of over- 
night domestic travel expenditures. By 
2016, mature travellers may account for 
almost one-third of travel spending due 
to the impact of maturing baby boomers. 
This is based on the assumption that 
present spending patterns by age group 
remain constant. However, as boomers 
age they may take more expensive trips 
than the generations ahead of them (e.g., 
travel by air, stay in hotels more fre- 
quently) due to more disposable income 
and fewer dependents. Therefore the 
mature travel market could represent an 
even greater share of overall spending 
in the next century.

Travel by empty nesters will 
surge in the coming decades 
Empty Nesters on Board! As the number 
of adult travel parties mushrooms, this 
slogan may well replace the once 
popular Baby on Board signs displayed 
in car rear windows. In the recent past 
many tourism establishments were 
wooing customers with incentives 
aimed at the family market such as, kids 
stay free and activity programs for 
children. Now that the children of the 
front-end baby boomers are older and 
many have left the nest, there has been 
a shift toward more adults travelling 
together. Adults travelling without 
children comprise almost two-thirds of 
overnight trips in 1996 compared to 58% 
in 1980. In contrast, the share of 
travellers taking their children along has 
fallen to 35% in 1996 compared to 42% 
in 1980. This shift is largely due to the 
fact that an increasing number of 
boomers are travelling without their 
children: almost three-quarters of older 
boomers travelled without children in 
1996. This trend will become even more 
evident in the future since travellers over 
the age of 50 almost overwhelmingly 
travel without children: in 1996, 98% 
of domestic trips by travellers over the 
age of 50 did not include any children. 


Fore....golf and tourism a 
winning combination in future 
Golf and walking or hiking are among 
the few sports activities where partici- 
pation increases with age and, as such, 
may experience considerable growth in 
the future. Golfing in particular tends to 
attract an older traveller since leisure 
time and disposable income are key 
aspects to playing the sport. Therefore, 
the tourism industry should be able to 
target a growing population of golfers 
eager to tee off at different golf courses. 
On the other hand, activities such as 
downhill skiing and cycling decrease 
with age and may see their prime target 
markets get smaller relative to the 
overall population. 


Future looks bright for culture 
and heritage travel 

The high correlation between age and 
education and the related interest in 
culture and heritage should bode well 
for these types of activities in the future. 
In 1996, travellers over the age of 50 
accounted for one-quarter of the visits 
to museums or art galleries. If this rate 
continues, the share of mature travellers 
could swell to 36% by 2016. Their share 
could be even larger given the higher 
education levels of boomers and the fact 
that culture/heritage travellers are more 
likely to have graduated from university 
and college than the general travelling 
population.? 


A maturing educated travel 
market 

The mature traveller in the 21st century 
will have more education credentials 
than previous generations. In 1996, 63% 
of baby boomer travellers indicated that 
they had graduated from college or 
university compared to 45% of all other 
travellers (Table 6). Since the likelihood 
of travel increases with education, aging 
boomers could become more active 
travellers in their retirement than the 
preceding generations. In 1996, almost 
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Data sources 

For the purposes of this analysis, the Canadian Travel Survey (CTS) and unpublished 
data from the Demography Division were used. Only domestic trips of one or more 
nights were considered unless otherwise indicated. All comparisons with the Canadian 
Travel Survey are based on percentage distributions in 1996 versus 1980, unless 
otherwise indicated. The baby boomer travellers were defined as those travellers 
born between 1946 and 1965 (aged 31 to 50 in 1996). The first-wave baby boomers 
were defined as those born between 1946 and 1955 (aged 41 to 50), while the second- 
wave boomers were those born between 1956 and 1965 (aged 31 to 40 in 1996). 


Methododology 

The population estimates by age for 2006 and 2016 were provided by the Demography 
Division in Statistics Canada. The medium-growth scenario was used. For further 
information on the methodology, see Annual Demographic Statistics, 1996, Statistics 
Canada, Catalogue no. 91-213-XPB. The projected number of travellers for 2006 
and 2016 were calculated by multiplying the 1996 domestic travel participation rates 
by age group from the Canadian Travel Survey by the population projections. The 
trip characteristic estimates were calculated by multiplying the 1996 trip participation 
rates by age group by the population projections by age group. The traveller and trip 
projections assume that the 1996 domestic traveller and trip participation rates by 
age group will remain constant in 2006 and 2016.

two-thirds of Canadians with a univer- 
sity/college education travelled in 
Canada compared to only about half of 
those with less than a university/college 
education. 

Approximately 86% of boomers 
were employed, the highest rate among 
all age groups. However, by 2010 this 
employment rate will start to slide as 
the front-end boomers enter retirement 
age. Among the travellers aged 61 to 
70, just 26% were employed in 1996. 
This declined to amere 4% among those 
aged 71 and over. Considering that 
between 1961 and 1991 the participation 
rate of women in the labour market more 
than doubled, from 29% to 60%%, 
women in the work force will have more 
income to draw upon for travel in their 
retirement than previous generations. 

Many boomers have relatively 
high household incomes, with 46% of 
boomer travellers earning more than 
$60,000 per household in 1996 
(Table 7). The majority will be entering 
their peak income earning years over the 
next 10 years, although the careers of 
many older workers may plateau as 
competition for more senior positions 
increases.” 

The traveller in the next century 
will be more likely to be a widow or 
widower. In 1996, almost one-third 
(32%) of travellers aged 71 and over 
were widowed, compared to 3% for 
travellers aged 15 and over. A large 
proportion of these travellers will be 
women and, unlike previous gene- 
rations, many of these women will be 
more independent economically and 
will have more travel experience. 


Conclusion 

The question remains...will baby 
boomers in their 50s and 60s behave as 
their parents and grandparents did as 
they age? In some ways they will, since 
the aging process will bring about

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predictable lifestyle changes and tastes. 
But this generation of well-educated, 
seasoned travellers may become a more 
demanding, mature travelling customer 
in the 21st century. Products and 
services that can cater to sophisticated 
travel tastes and at the same time meet 
the sensitivities of older travellers may 
be the winners in the first two decades 
of the next century. 
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International 
Travel Survey 
(ITS): 

Aiming to Improve 
Response

he international travel data series 
— based on the International 
Travel Survey (ITS) — covers a 
whole range of information, such as 
where travellers went, what they did, 
how much they spent, and their satisfac- 
tion with a country’s tourist attractions. 

For many years, Canada Customs 
officers have distributed three types of 
ITS questionnaires every month (one for 
Canadians, one for Americans and one 
for overseas residents) at some 23 airports. 
Distribution is also done on a quarterly 
basis at major Canadian land ports and 
seaports. 

However, the working environment 
has changed in many ways at Canadian 
borders. Technological changes allow 
preregistered travellers to skip Customs 
controls at the borders. The PALS 
program, which captures licence plate 
information through an automated 
computer system, expedites border 
operations and reduces the amount of 
time spent going through Customs. 
These changes have an impact on the 
opportunity for Customs officers to 
encourage visitors to respond to the 
survey. As well, the public is increas- 
ingly concerned with the privacy of 
personal information and is more and 
more reluctant to collaborate in govern- 
ment voluntary surveys. 


Travel survey response 
declining 

As a result, participation in the ITS has 
been declining in recent years. Statistics 
Canada, with the financial assistance of 
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the Canadian Tourism Commission 
(CTC), along with the collaboration of 
Canada Customs, has undertaken a 
number of research projects to try out 
new methods of data collection. 


Distribution by non-customs 
officers 

In January 1997, the first phase of a pilot 
project was launched with the posting 
of statistical officers at eight major 
airports and land ports for the distri- 
bution of ITS questionnaires. During the 
two-days test 10,000 questionnaires 
were distributed. 

The results from the first trial 
indicated that the distribution of ITS 
questionnaires by statistical officers 
could increase overall survey return 
rates. It was hoped that the January pilot 
results would show a return rate of at 
least 30 per cent but it only reached 15 
per cent. More needed to be known 
about the logistical aspects of the 
distribution method and the cost implica- 
tions of implementing it on a larger 
scale. 


Collecting information at 
point of entry 

The second phase of the pilot project 
began in July 1997, a busier time for 
vacation travel. While the basic method 
used in phase I was repeated to compare 
with the January test, a number of new 
elements were added in phase II, 
namely: 

A number of basic traveller charac- 
teristics, such as purpose and duration 
of trips, were captured through a short 
interview before handing out the ITS 
questionnaires. 

The ITS questionnaire was trans- 
lated into Japanese and Japanese- 
speaking interviewers were hired for the 
initial contacts with Japanese travellers. 
At some border points, an effort was 
made to encourage participation by 
offering rewards. The CTC sent posters 
or vacation guides to American travel- 
lers, and CD-ROMs or vacation guides 
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to Canadian travellers who returned the 
questionnaires. 


Results 

Overall, results from this second phase 
of the study indicated higher return 
rates for the mail-back questionnaire (23 
per cent) after the traveller had been 
briefly interviewed upon entering 
Canada. The rate of return for overseas 
travellers also improved (13 per cent) 
compared to phase one ( 6 per cent) but 
not the 30 per cent level hoped. 

The incentive test using free pro- 
motional material from the CTC 
marketing branch also had a positive 
impact on return rates. 


Alternate Methods Needed 

In light of these results, the ITS Working 
Group has concluded that alternative 
methods will need to be pursued. It was 
also felt that a key source of support 
remains With Customs officials both at 
the ports of entry and at head office, a 
relationship that must be greatly 
strengthened. 


Future directions 

In addition to a renewed Customs / 
Statistics Canada partnership, the next 
phase of the pilot project will include 
encouraging participation in the survey 
through the introduction of a major 
survey incentive in the form of a draw 
sponsored by industry partners (e.g., air 
carriers, hotel and tour operators, etc.). 
Consideration is also being given to 
redesigning the ITS questionnaires by 
adopting a modular approach. Through 
this methodology, the response burden 
would be shared among various travel- 
ler groups and new information might 
also be collected. 


Characteristics of 


International Travellers 
Year 1997 


In 1997, Americans took 13.4 million 
overnight trips to Canada, up 3.8% from 
1996. Meanwhile, Canadians made a 
record 4.0 million overnight trips to 
Overseas destinations, up 8.5% from 
1996. 

Overseas residents made 4.2 million 
overnight trips to Canada in 1997, down 
3.3% from the previous year. The 
Western provinces were most affected 


economically by this drop. However, 
the Maritimes — especially Prince Edward 
Island with the opening of Confede- 
ration Bridge on May 31, 1997 — saw 
overseas tourists spend more money in 
1997 than in 1996 in their provinces. 


Increase in overnight trips 
from the United States 

After decreasing slightly in 1996, the 
number of overnight trips to Canada 
from the United States increased 3.8% 
in 1997, to 13.4 million. Air travel was 
up again, but the growth rate for that 
mode of travel was below the double- 
digit rate that followed the implemen- 
tation of the Open Skies agreement with 
the United States. 

The number of short trips (less than 
one week) rose 4.8%, whereas trips 
lasting more than two weeks were down. 
Since short trips represent 85% of 
Americans’ overnight trips to Canada, 
Americans overall stayed in Canada 
1.2% longer than in 1996, and spent 
4.0% more money.

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More same-day visits from the 
United States in the Niagara 
area 

The number of same day visits from the 
United States to the St. Catharines- 
Niagara census metropolitan area 
jumped 30% in 1997, driving the 
same-day spending up by more than 60% 


to $281 million. The opening of a casino 
in Niagara in December 1996 is pro- 
bably related to these increases. More 
than three-quarters of the visitors are 
New York State residents, and their 
same-day spending in the St. Catharines- 
Niagara area almost doubled from $110 
million in 1996 to $217 million in 1997.

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Exchange-rate factors and 
Asia’s financial crisis cut into 
overseas visits to Canada 

The number of overseas trips to Canada 
fell to 4.2 million in 1997, a drop of 3.3% 
and the first since 1991. Double-digit 
increases had been registered over the 
three previous years. 

Two main factors explain the 1997 
drop: the currencies in many Asian and 
European countries depreciated in rela- 
tion to the Canadian dollar, making 
Canada a more expensive destination; 
and, the financial crisis in Asia had a 
negative impact on leisure travel by 
Asian residents. In fact, the World 
Travel Organization reported slower 
growth in international tourist arrivals 
in 1997, mainly due to the Asian 
financial crisis. 

These two factors have also contri- 
buted to a drop in the number of 
travellers visiting the United States 
from some of their major markets, 
including France, Germany, South 
Korea, Hong Kong and Switzerland. 

The situation in the United States 
indirectly affected international travel to 
Canada. Forty percent of overseas visi- 
tors coming to Canada enter via the United 
States. The number of such travellers 
entering Canada via the United States 
dropped by 13% in 1997, to 1.7 million. 

However, the number of overseas 
residents entering Canada directly was 
up 4.5% in 1997 from 1996. An increase 
in direct entries to Canada is important 
economically because travellers who 
enter Canada directly stay longer and 
spend more per trip than travellers 
entering Canada via the United States. 


Significant economic impact 
on PEI from the Confederation 
Bridge 
Prince Edward Island attracted substan- 
tially more visitors with the opening in 
May 1997 of the Confederation Bridge. 
This new access to the island is an 
attraction in itself. Americans made 
almost 200,000 overnight visits to PEI 
in 1997, almost a 50% increase from 
1996. Overseas residents made 52,000 
overnight visits to the island, 40% more 
than in 1996. Europeans accounted for 
two thirds of the visits by overseas 
residents (34,000), a jump of 71% over 
the previous year. 

During these 252,000 visits, foreign 
visitors injected $78 million into PEI’s 
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economy, 42% more than last year. This 
growing influx of visitors coincided 
with a greater number of visits, both 
from the United States and from 
overseas countries, to the neighbouring 
provinces of New Brunswick and Nova 
Scotia. 

While the Maritime provinces 
received more visitors in 1997 than in 
1996, the Western provinces were 
adversely affected by the drop in Asian 
and European visitors to Canada: 22% 
fewer visits were recorded in Alberta, 
and 20% fewer in British Columbia. 


More visits by Canadians to 
sun spots 
Although Europe is still the preferred 
destination for Canadians (apart from 
the United States), the sun spots in the 
United States and overseas saw greater 
numbers of Canadians last year. 
Despite a slight drop (-1.1%) in 
Canadians’ overnight trips to the United 
States, their number of overnight visits 
to Florida was up 9.6% to 2.1 million. 
Last year, Canadians made 1.0 million 
visits to California, an increase of 7.4%. 
Canadians visited sun spots in 
Central America and the Caribbean 
more often in 1997. And visits to 
Mexico jumped 29.5% to 567,000, 
second in overseas destinations after the 
United Kingdom.

Account 
First Quarter 1998 
(preliminary) 


The international travel account deficit 
increased 8.9% in the first quarter of 
1998. The deficit in the travel account 
with the United States was at its lowest 
level in nine years, whereas the deficit 
with other countries was the highest 
since the first quarter of 1990. 


Overseas residents’ spending 
in Canada fell 

The drop in spending by overseas 
residents travelling to Canada was the 
main contributor to the increase in the 
overall deficit. Those receipts were down 
8.1% from the previous quarter, to $1.2 
billion, the lowest level since the second 
quarter of 1995. 

A number of factors continue to 
deter overseas travellers from choosing 
Canada as a destination and from 
spending as much as in the past. 

In the last few years, the Canadian 
dollar has gained strength against most 
European currencies and the Japanese 
yen, making Canada more expensive in 
the eyes of residents of these countries. 
Furthermore, the repercussions of Asia’s 
financial crisis are still being felt. 

Meanwhile, Canadians’ spending in 
countries other than the United States 
slipped by 0.4% from the record of $1.5 
billion in the fourth quarter of 1997. 

Consequently, the deficit in the travel 
account between Canada and countries 
other than the United States swelled more 
than 50%, to $286 million. Only the $294 
million deficit registered in the first 
quarter of 1990 was larger. 


Reduction in the deficit with 
the United States 

During the first quarter of 1998, the 
Canadian dollar reached an all-time low

compared with the U.S. dollar. 
Canadians made fewer trips south of the 
border and their spending during these 
trips ($2.4 billion) was down for a third 
consecutive quarter. 

Meanwhile, receipts from 
Americans were practically unchanged 
from the record $1.8 billion spent the 
previous quarter. 

The net result was a 4.7% reduction 
of the deficit in the travel account 
between Canada and the United States. 
It shrank to $592 million, the lowest in 
the last nine years. 

_ Overall, the international travel 
account deficit jumped 8.9%, to $878 
million. This deficit had peaked during 
the fourth quarter of 1991, when it was 
twice as large ($1.9 billion).

Fourth Quarter 1997 and 
Year 1997 


In the fourth quarter of 1997, tourism 
spending in Canada reached $8.7 billion, 
an important increase of 6.9% over the 
same period last year. During this 
quarter, spending by Canadians in their 
own country rose by 6.6%, while 
spending by foreigners in Canada 
increased 8.1%. 


Domestic spending 
strengthens 

The domestic market continues to be the 
main source of tourism spending. 
Canadians spent $6.6 billion traveling 
in Canada. 

During the fourth quarter of 1997, 
domestic spending increased for all of 
the major goods and services. Expen- 
ditures by Canadian tourists in their own 
country rose 6.6% over the previous 
year. This growth is particularly attribu- 
table to the 14.7% rise in expenditures 
on air transportation. 

The increase from the previous 
quarter in domestic expenditures was 
only 0.6% after adjusting for inflation 
and seasonal variation. 


Spending by foreign tourists 
picks up 

Foreign tourists spending showed signs 
of strength during the fourth quarter of 
1997. Foreign visitors spent $2.1 billion, 
a strong increase of 8.1% from the fourth 
quarter of the previous year. Important 
increases were recorded in every major 
category. 

After adjusting for inflation and 
seasonal variation, the growth in 
tourism exports is even clearer, foreign 
spending jumped 3.3% from the pre- 
vious quarter. This is the largest gain 
recorded since the end of 1995. 


Tourism creates more jobs 

In the fourth quarter of 1997, 502,200 
people were employed in the tourism 
industry, a 4.0% increase from a year 
ago. On a seasonally adjusted basis, 
however, tourism employment rose at a 


much slower pace than earlier in the 
year. 


Year 1997 

Tourism spending in Canada reached 
almost $44 billion in 1997, up 5.3% 
compared with 1996. The growth was 
widespread with an important increase 
in passenger air transport (10.3%). The 
increases were equivalent for both the 
spending by Canadians (5.3%) and the 
spending by non-residents (5.2%).

Employment generated by tourism 
increased to 503,200 in 1997, up 2.3% 
from 1996. Increased passenger traffic 
benefited the air transportation industry 
which gained 8.9% since last year. For 
the third year in a row, growth in tourism 
employment outpaced that recorded in 
the total business sector.

Tourism Indicators (NTI) data for the 1986 to 1996 
period. NTI data can be used for three general purposes: 
to monitor the current state of tourism in Canada, to analyse 
| the economic structure of tourism and its policy ramifications, 
| and to study statistical trends and cycles in tourism. 
__ The purpose of this article is to describe the statistical trends 
_and cycles in tourism demand in Canada, the supply of 
tourism commodities, and tourism employment during the 
1986 to 1996 period, as revealed by the new and improved 
NTI data. Since this article does not consider seasonal 
patterns in the NTIs (the statistical analysis uses seasonally 
adjusted data), the characteristics of the strong seasonal 
tourism pattern are briefly noted. It will come as no surprise 
to anyone in the tourism industry to learn that tourism peaks 
in the third quarter each year, and is followed by the Winter 
blues. Tourism demand in Canada is roughly twice as large 
in the third quarter as in the first and fourth quarters. 


I n June 1997 Statistics Canada released revised National 


An Overview of Trends and Cycles in Tourism 
Demand, Supply, and Employment 
Tourism is a leading growth sector and job creator in the 
Canadian economy. From the first quarter of 1986 to the 
fourth quarter of 1996, total tourism expenditures in Canada 
(measured in constant 1986 dollars) increased by 26%, almost 
2 percentage points greater than the increase in Gross 
Domestic Product (GDP). The increase in tourism expendi- 
tures was accompanied by a 22 percentage increase in tourism 
employment in tourism industries, twice as large as the 12% 
increase in employment in the entire Canadian business 
sector.

Tourism expenditures increased from 
$5,967 million in the first quarter of 
1986 to a peak of $7,005 million in the 
second quarter of 1990. During the 
recession of the early 1990s tourism 
expenditures fell to a low point of 
$6,374 million in the third quarter of 
1991. The mid-1990s recovery in the 
Canadian economy lifted tourism 
expenditures to about $7,500 million 
(per quarter) in 1996. Tourism demand 
in Canada for total tourism commodities 
follows a similar cyclical path; the 
lower line in Figure 1(a) rises to a peak 
in the second quarter of 1990, declines 
to a low point in the second quarter of 
1991, and then climbs to new highs in 
1995 and 1996. 


Figure 1(b) 
Tourism Demand in Canada 
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Figure 1(b) compares tourism 
demand in Canada to GDP, both 
measured in 1986 prices. To facilitate 
graphical comparisons, GDP and 
tourism demand have been indexed to 
a value of 1.00 in the first quarter of 
1986. Except for the 1991 to 1993 
recession period, the index line for 
tourism expenditures is higher than the 
index line for GDP. Actual tourism 
expenditures have risen at a slightly 
faster pace than GDP during the 1986 
to 1996 period. At the end of 1996 the 
index value for tourism expenditures is 
1.255 (tourism expenditures have 
increased by 25.5% in real terms), 
compared to an index value for GDP of 
only 1.239. 

The index lines in Figure 1(b) show 
that the ‘business cycle’ is much more 
pronounced in the tourism sector than 
it is for the Canadian economy as a 
whole. There are much bigger waves for 
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tourism demand in Canada than for GDP. 
Tourism expenditures and tourism 
demand for total tourism commodities 
declined by 9.0% and 10.6% respectively 
during the 1990 to 1991 recession. Given 
that GDP fell by only 3.5% during this 
recession, the cyclical downswing in 
tourism demand is about 3 times larger 
than the cyclical downswing in the 
overall economy. The 1993 to 1996 
recovery has also been stronger for 
tourism demand than for the overall 
economy. Tourism rides a giant cyclical 
roller-coaster, as well as a jumbo seasonal 
roller-coaster. 


Tourism Domestic Demand 

As shown in Figure 2, domestic and 
export tourism expenditures do not move 
together. There are signs of a business 
cycle in domestic tourism expenditures 
but little evidence of a business cycle in 
export tourism expenditures. Comparing 
end points of the plotted lines, there is a 
much more pronounced positive trend in 
tourism export data. As a proportion of 
total tourism expenditures, exports have 
increased from 23.8% of the total in the 
first quarter of 1986 to 30.1% in the 
fourth quarter of 1996.

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Figure 3 plots indexed domestic 
tourism expenditures data, along with 
indexed GDP data. Compared to cyclical 
movements in GDP, domestic tourism 
expenditures have a much more pro- 
nounced cycle during the recovery of the 
late 1980s and the 1990 to 1991 recession 
(the first quarter of 1990 peak to the third 
quarter of 1991 trough decline in domes- 
tic tourism expenditures is 8.6%,

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compared to a 3.5% peak to trough 
decline in GDP), but have grown more 
slowly during the 1993 to 1996 recovery 
period. 

A comparison of domestic tourism 
expenditure growth with GDP growth is 
somewhat misleading. Exports have been 
excluded from tourism expenditures but 
are included in GDP. It is perhaps more 
appropriate to compare domestic tourism 
expenditures with GDP excluding 
exports. As shown in Figure 3, the index 
line for GDP excluding exports is very 
different from the index line for GDP 
during the 1990s. Without the tremen- 
dous surge in exports during the 1990s 
(because of a depreciating value of the 
Canadian dollar and the Canada-U.S. Free 
Trade Agreement), Canadian output 
would have declined. Removing exports 
from both tourism expenditures and GDP 
reveals that the 15% growth in tourism 
domestic demand during the 1986 to 1996 
period substantially exceeded the growth 
in output for the domestic market. 


Tourism Exports 

Tourism exports, which are purchases of 
Canadian commodities by foreign visi- 
tors, depend primarily on economic con- 
ditions in the foreign visitor's home 
country (not in Canada) and on the value 
of the foreign exchange rate. 

During the 1986 to 1992 period there 
is no obvious trend or cycle observed 
although tourism export expenditures 
absorb numerous bumps along the way. 
Two of the larger bumps are explained 
by special events in Canada. Expo86 
resulted in a surge of tourism exports in 
the second and third quarters of 1986; 
third quarter tourism exports were 15% 
higher than in the first quarter. A smaller 


up-tick occurred during the Calgary 
Olympics, with passenger air transporta- 
tion accounting for almost one-half of 
the increase in tourism exports in the 
first quarter of 1988. 

In 1993 tourism exports end their 
bumpy, trendless path and begin to 
increase at a rapid rate. Tourism exports 
increased 52% from the fourth quarter 
of 1992 to the fourth quarter of 1996. 
This large increase in tourism export 
expenditures which began in 1992 is 
easily explained. The Canadian dollar 
depreciated from US$0.89 in late 1991 
to less than $0.71 in early 1995 (and 
around $0.73 in 1996), reducing the 
foreign cost of a Canadian trip or holiday 
by about 20% for American visitors. 
There was an even greater depreciation 
in the value of the Canadian dollar when 
measured against the Japanese yen 
(47%), the German mark (31%), and the 
French franc (31%) during the 1991 to 
1996 period. The positive effects from 
a depreciation in the external value of 
the Canadian dollar reinforced the 
positive income effects from the strong 
recovery taking place in the United 
States and world economies, resulting 
in a 58% increase in tourism export 
expenditures over the 1991 to 1996 
period. 

The growth in tourism exports during 
the 1986 to 1996 period far exceeds the 
growth in GDP; in Figure 4 the indexed 
line for tourism export expenditures 
ends at a value of 1.58 compared to a 
value of 1.24 for GDP. However, this 
58% increase in tourism exports is less 
than the 92% increase in all Canadian 
exports. Three factors provided great 
stimulus to Canadian exports in the 
1990s: a strong recovery in the United 
States, the large depreciation in the 
external value of the Canadian dollar, 
and the signing of the Canada-US. Free 
Trade Agreement (FTA). Since most 
tourism expenditures are for services 
which are not subject to tariffs, the FTA 
had a large positive effect on Canadian 
exports of goods but a minimal effect 
on tourism expenditures. Thus, it is not 
surprising that the growth in tourism 
export expenditures during the 1990s is 
less than the growth in all exports. What 
is surprising is the magnitude of the

Supply of Tourism 
Commodities 

The upper graph in Figure 5 plots 
quarterly seasonally adjusted data for the 
supply of total tourism commodities and 
the lower graph plots the supply of total 
tourism commodities indexed to a value 
of 1.00 in first quarter of 1986. The trend 
and cycle story for the supply of total 
tourism commodities is very similar to 
the story for tourism demand in Canada 
(see Figure 1).?

While the supply of total tourism 
commodities trends upwards, it is 
subject to a very severe business cycle. 
As found in Figure 1, the index line for 
the supply of total tourism commodities 
lies above the index line for GDP during 
the expansionary 1986 to 1990 period 
and below the index line for GDP 
during the 1991 to 1992 recession. The 
business cycle in the supply of total 
tourism commodities is much more 
pronounced than for the supply of all 
goods and services (GDP). The 1990 to 
1991 cyclical downswing in the supply 
of total tourism commodities of 11.5% 
is over 3 times larger than the 3.5% 
cyclical downswing in GDP. 


Employment Generated by 
Tourism 

Figure 6 presents seasonally adjusted 
data for person-years of total tourism 
employment and tourism employment 
in tourism industries generated by tou- 
rism. In the lower graph an index for 
person-years of employment in the 
Canadian business sector is presented 
for comparison purposes. Tourism 
employment also has very pronounced 
cycles around a rising trend, with the 
trends and cycles for tourism employ- 
ment in Figure 6 quite similar to those 
found for tourism demand and supply 
in Figures 1 and 5.

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more modest 4.7% decrease in employ- 
ment in the Canadian business sector.

tourism employment in tourism 
industries increased by 11%, compared 
to a less than 6% increase in Canadian 
business sector employment. The cycli- 
cal swings in tourism employment are 
about twice as large as the cyclical 
swings in Canadian business sector 
employment. 


Tourism Trend Estimates 

There are many factors which determine 
the magnitude of the trend in a NTI over 
a particular period of time, such as the 
growth rate in the Canadian economy, a 
changing value for the Canadian dollar, 
government deregulation (for example, 
an ‘open skies’ policy), and the intro- 
duction of casinos. Since these under- 
lying factors will change through time, 
estimates for the trend in the NTIs are 
specific to a particular time period. The 
trend estimates presented in Tables 1 
and 2 are for the 1986 to 1996 period 
and are not forecasts of future trends. 


Tourism Demand in Canada 

Over the eleven years from 1986 to 
1996, tourism expenditures (measured 
in constant prices) have an estimated

to 489,200 person-years in the fourth 
quarter of 1996, a 20% increase. Within 
tourism industries, tourism employment 
increased from 315,000 to 384,100, a 
22% increase in 11 years, almost twice 
as large as the 12% increase in employ- 
ment in the Canadian business sector. 

The cycles in tourism employment 
are more pronounced than the cycles in 
business sector employment (and in 
GDP). Tourism employment in tourism 
industries increased by 19% from the 
first quarter of 1986 to the first quarter 
of 1990, compared to a 10% increase 
in employment in the Canadian business 
sector (and a 13% increase in GDP). 
The 1990 to 1991 recession resulted in 
a 7.5% decrease in tourism employment 
in tourism industries, compared to a

trend increase of 19.18%, almost exactly 
the same as the estimated trend increase 
in Canadian GDP (19.34%). On average, 
tourism expenditures have trended 
upwards by almost 2% per year during 
this eleven year period. 

The estimated trend increases 
(decreases) for the components of total 
tourism demand in Canada are reported 
in the first column of Table 1. The 
largest trend increase is for travel agency 
services, With an estimated trend in- 
crease of 224.60% (almost 12 times 
larger than the estimated trend increase 
in GDP). There are also large estimated 
trend increases in tourism demand for 
hotels (42.94%), motels (30.86%), 
vehicle repairs and parts (37.42%), other 
commodities (27.91%), and vehicle 
rentals (20.05%). At the other end of 
the spectrum, there is an estimated 
14.60% trend decrease in tourism 
demand for food and beverage services 
from accommodation establishments. 
This decrease is in sharp contrast to the 
18.36% trend increase in tourism 
demand for food and beverage services 
from food and beverage establishments 
(such as restaurants and bars). 


Tourism Domestic Demand 
The estimated trend increase for tourism 
domestic demand is 10.21%. In the 


tourism domestic demand column in 
Table 1, travel agency services again has 
the largest estimated trend increase 
(222.68%). Large estimated trend 
increases are also found for tourism 
domestic demand for vehicle repairs and 
parts (37.74%), hotels (34.69%), motels 
(18.68%), and other commodities 
(22.21%). Four domestic demand 
components have negative trend in- 
creases: vehicle rentals (-31.53%), food 
and beverage services from accom- 
modation establishments (-27.48%), 
recreation and entertainment(-12.16%), 
and passenger air transport (-6.83%). 
The estimated trend decrease of 
6.83% in the domestic demand for 
passenger air transport conceals an 
interesting story. Strong domestic 
demand for passenger air transport 
during the 1986 to 1990 period and a 
weak post-recession recovery in the 
1990s tilts the 1986 to 1996 trend line 
downwards. The rise and fall of the 
Canadian dollar during this period is one 
possible explanation for this negative 
tilt. During the 1986 to 1990 period the 
Canadian dollar appreciated by approxi- 
mately 20% against the U.S. dollar, 
prompting many Canadians passenger 
air fares on Canadian airlines to visit 
American and foreign destinations in 
order to take advantage of the increased 
purchasing power of the Canadian dollar 
outside Canada. The reverse happened 
in the 1990s as the value of the Canadian 
dollar fell sharply against the U.S. 
dollar, prompting many Canadians to 
forego the purchase of passenger air 
transportation to U.S. destinations. 


Tourism Export Demand 
Tourism export demand is the driving 
force behind the upward trend in tourism 
expenditures in Canada. The estimated 
trend increase in tourism export expen- 
ditures over the 1986 to 1996 period is 
52.06%, compared to a more modest 
estimated trend increase of 10.21% in 
domestic tourism expenditures. On 
average, tourism export expenditures 
have increased by almost 5% per year 
during the 1986 to 1996 period. 

The estimated trend increases for the 
components and sub-components of 
tourism export demand are, with one 


exception (vehicle repairs and parts), 
larger than the estimated trend increases 
for tourism domestic demand. The 
estimated trend increases for tourism 
export demand are largest for vehicle 
rentals (213.81%), accommodation 
(56.40%), passenger air transport 
(55.85%), and food and beverage 
services from food and beverage esta- 
blishments (52.60%). The smallest 
estimated trend increases for tourism 
export demand are for food and beverage 
services from accommodation esta- 
blishments (14.49%), vehicle fuel 
(21.75%), and vehicle repairs and parts 
(27.46%). 


The Supply of Various 
Tourism Commodities 
The estimated trend increase in the 
supply of total tourism commodities 
during the 1986 to 1996 period is 
13.70%. As shown in column 4 of Table 
1, the largest estimated trend increases 
are for the supply of travel agency 
services (225.72%), hotels (43.76%), 
motels (30.20%), vehicle repairs and 
parts (20.74%), vehicle fuel (19.05%), 
and recreation and entertainment 
(18.72%). As found for tourism 
demand, the estimated trend increase for 
the supply of passenger air transport is 
not significantly different from zero. 
There are diverging supply trends in 
the accommodation industry during the 
1986 to 1996 period. While there is an 
estimated 39.22% trend increase in the 
supply of accommodation (rooms), the 
supply of food and beverage services 
from accommodation establishments has 
an estimated 27.79% trend decrease. 
There has been a dramatic structural 
decline in the proportion of hotel and 
motel revenues arising from the sale of 
food and beverage services.’ Hotels and 
motels are increasingly in the room 
business, not the food and beverage 
business. 


3 The proportion of hotel revenues from the sale 
of food and beverage services has fallen from 
53% in 1986 to 41% in 1994 to 1995; for 
motels the proportion of revenues from the 
sale of food and beverage services has fallen 
from 30% to 20% during the 1986 to 1995 
period (see Traveller Accommodation 
Statistics). 
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Employment Generated by 
Tourism 
As shown in Table 2, the estimated trend 
increase in tourism employment in total 
tourism industries (generated by tour- 
ism demand) during the 1986 to 1996 
period is 12.72%, representing an 
increase of 43,000 person-years of 
employment in the tourism industry. 
This 12.72% trend increase in tourism 
employment in tourism industries 
exceeds the estimated trend increase in 
employment in the Canadian business 
sector by almost 4 percentage points. 
There is only minor variation in the 
estimated trend increases in tourism 
employment within various tourism 
industries. During this eleven year 
period, the estimated trend increases in 
tourism employment in the transporta- 
tion, accommodation, and food and 
beverage industries are 11.33%, 13.08% 
and 16.20% respectively, representing 
8,400, 15,500 and 18,900 additional 
person-years of employment in each 
tourism industry. The two tourism 
industries with the largest estimated 
trend increases are vehicle rental

Tourism expenditures 
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agencies (64.28%) and travel agencies 
(54.30%), but both are relatively small 
industries within the overall tourism 
industry. 


Cycles in Tourism 

Most Canadian tourism indicators ‘cycle’ 
around a rising trend, with the cycles 
frequently swamping the trend. Given 
that tourism rides the waves in the overall 
economy, this article provides answers to 
the following cyclical questions: how 
much of the cyclical variation in a 
particular tourism indicator can be 
explained by the cyclical variation in the 
overall Canadian economy (that is, the 
Canadian business cycle); are the cyclical 
fluctuations in the tourism indicator 
relatively larger or smaller than the 
cyclical fluctuations in the overall 
Canadian economy? 

Table 3 summarizes the statistical 
answers to these ‘cyclical’ questions. The 
first four columns of numbers in Table 3 
indicate the percent of the cyclical varia- 
tion in a particular tourism indicator 
which can be statistically explained by 
the cyclical variation in GDP. No entry

is recorded in Table 3 if the statistical 
estimate is not significantly different 
from zero at the .05 level. The last four 
columns indicate the sensitivity of the 
tourism cycle to the GDP business cycle. 
A cyclical sensitivity coefficient greater 
than 1.00 indicates that the tourism cycle 
is relatively larger than the GDP 
business cycle. For example, a cyclical 
sensitivity coefficient of 1.5 indicates 
that the cyclical deviation in the tourism 
indicator is 1.5 times the size of the 
cyclical deviation in GDP. 


The Total Picture 
Figure 7 shows that tourism expendi- 
tures cycle with the overall economy 
and that they are closely synchronized. 
Seventy-one percent of the cyclical 
variation in total tourism expenditures 
in Canada and 73% of the cyclical 
variation in the demand for total tourism 
commodities can be explained by the 
cyclical variation in GDP (Table 3). 
The cycle in tourism demand has 
greater amplitude than the cycle in GDP. 
As shown in Figure 7, when the Cana- 
dian economy experienced a 3.5% GDP

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cyclical peak in 1989, the cyclical com- 
ponents of tourism demand peaked at 6% 
to 7%. The negative cyclical deviations 
in tourism demand in 1991 to 1992 are 
also larger than the negative cyclical 
deviations in GDP in Figure 7. In Table 
3 the cyclical sensitivity coefficients for 
tourism expenditures in Canada and tou- 
rism demand for total tourism com- 
modities are 1.27 and 1.51 respectively.

Since domestic expenditures 
represent approximately three quarters 
of total tourism expenditures during the 
1986 to 1996 period, the cyclical story 
for domestic tourism demand is very 
similar to that found for total tourism 
demand in Canada. As shown in Table 
3, 67% of the cyclical variation in 
domestic tourism expenditures and 73% 
of the cyclical variation in domestic 
demand for total tourism commodities 
can be explained by the cyclical variation 
in GDP. The cyclical sensitivity coef- 
ficients for domestic tourism expen- 
ditures and domestic demand for total 
tourism commodities are 1.23 and 1.50, 
again very similar to that found for total 
tourism demand. 

A much different story emerges for 
tourism export demand. Tourism exports 
depend primarily on economic 
conditions outside of Canada, on the 
value of the Canadian dollar, and on 
irregular events. Non-trend movements 
in tourism exports tend to be dominated 


by movements in the foreign exchange 
rate and special events such as Expos 
and Olympic games. Given the irregular 
path of tourism export expenditures (see 
Figure 4), it is probably a misnomer to 
refer to non-trend movements in tourism 
export demand as being ‘cyclical.’ The 
cyclical variation in Canadian GDP 
explains only 10% of the variation in 
export tourism expenditures, and only 
12% of the variation in export demand 
for total tourism commodities. 

The Canadian business cycle does 
have a very pronounced effect on the 
supply of total tourism commodities. 
Eighty-six percent of the variation in the 
cyclical component of the supply of total 
tourism commodities can be explained 
by the cyclical variation in Canadian 
GDP. The cyclical deviations in the 
supply of total tourism commodities are 
1.58 times the size of the cyclical 
deviations in GDP. If the Canadian 
economy goes into a recession (as it did 
in 1991 to 1992), the decline in the 
supply of total tourism commodities 
substantially exceeds the decline in GDP 
(see Figure 5). 


The Demand and Supply of 
Various Tourism Commodities 
As shown in Table 3, there is consider- 
able variation in the cyclical properties 
of different tourism commodities. There 
are three tourism commodities which 
have more than 50% of their cyclical 
variation in total tourism demand 
explained by the cyclical variation in 
GDP: food and beverage services from 
food and beverage establishments 
(67%), travel agency services (57%), 
and vehicle repairs and parts (54%). The 
cyclical sensitivity coefficients for these 
three tourism commodities are 2.04, 
2.96, and 1.51 respectively. Two other 
tourism commodities have cyclical 
sensitivity coefficients for tourism 
demand in Canada above two, namely 
recreation and entertainment (2.60) and 
passenger air transport (2.02). Tourism 
demand in Canada for vehicle rentals, 
vehicle fuel, and motels is not signifi- 
cantly affected by cyclical swings in 
GDP. 


The story is almost identical for 
tourism domestic demand. The tourism 
commodities which have more than 50% 
of their cyclical variation in domestic 
demand explained by the cyclical varia- 
tion in GDP are food and beverage 
services from food and beverage esta- 
blishments (78%), travel agency services 
(58%), recreation and entertainment 
(53%), and vehicle repairs and parts 
(51%). The cyclical sensitivity coeffi- 
cients for these four tourism commo- 
dities are 2.34, 3.09, 3.36, and 1.54 
respectively; in each case the cyclical 
sensitivity coefficient for domestic 
tourism demand is a little higher than 
the cyclical sensitivity coefficient for 
total tourism demand in Canada. 

As discussed above, tourism export 
demand is dominated by irregular move- 
ments associated with changes in foreign 
exchange rates, foreign economic condi- 
tions, and special events. There are only 
three tourism export commodities which 
are significantly affected by cyclical 
movements in Canadian GDP and in 
each case the cyclical component of 
GDP explains a relatively small 
percentage of the cyclical variation in 
tourism export demand (9% for hotels, 
39% for food and beverage services 
from accommodation establishments, 
and 49% for passenger air transport). 

The cyclical properties for the sup- 
ply of various tourism commodities 
presented in Table 3 are quite similar to 
the cyclical properties for demand. As 
found for tourism demand, the three 
tourism commodities which have more 
than 50% of their cyclical variation in 
supply explained by the cyclical varia- 
tion in GDP are food and beverage 
services from food and beverage esta- 
blishments (81%), travel agency services 
(57%), and vehicle repairs and parts 
(70%). The cyclical sensitivity coef- 
ficient for each of these three tourism 
commodities is greater than two, with 
the supply of travel agency services 
again being most sensitive (with a 
cyclical sensitivity coefficient of 2.96). 
Passenger air transport again has a 
cyclical sensitivity coefficient greater 
than two. 
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Employment Generated by 
Tourism Demand 

As shown in Table 4, there is also a 
strong cyclical element in tourism 
employment. The cyclical variation in 
Canadian GDP explains 79% of the 
cyclical variation in tourism employ- 
ment in tourism industries and 78% of 
the cyclical variation in total tourism 
employment generated from tourism. The 
cyclical deviation in tourism employment 
in tourism industries and the cyclical 
deviation in total tourism employment 
generated from tourism are 1.28 and 
1.29 times the size of the cyclical 
deviation in GDP.* 

Employment levels in some tourism 
industries are more sensitive to the 
Canadian business cycle than in other 
tourism industries. In the food and 
beverage industry the cyclical sensi- 
tivity coefficient is only 1.02, indicating 
that the cycle in tourism employment 
is similar in size to that found for the 
overall Canadian economy. In the 
accommodation industry, the 1.75 cy- 
clical sensitivity coefficient indicates 
that tourism employment cycles are 
75% larger than cycles in the overall 
Canadian economy. In the passenger air 
transport industry, which accounts for 
almost one-half of tourism employment 
in the total transportation industry, the 
cyclical sensitivity coefficient is 1.73,

almost double that found for the total 
transportation industry. Finally, the travel 
agency industry has the highest tourism 
employment cyclical sensitivity coef- 
ficient. Cyclical tourism employment 
deviations in travel agencies are 2.58 
times the size of the cyclical deviations 
in the overall economy. 


Summary and Conclusions 
Tourism is a leading growth sector and 
job creator in the Canadian economy. 
Over the first quarter of 1986 to the fourth 
quarter of 1996, total tourism expendi- 
tures in Canada (measured in constant 
1986 dollars) increased by 25.5%. This 
increase in tourism expenditures was 
accompanied by a 22% increase in 
person-years of tourism employment in 
tourism industries, an increase which is 
almost twice as large as the 12% increase 
in person-years of employment in the 
entire Canadian business sector. 

While tourism is a leading growth 
sector in the Canadian economy, there is 
considerable variation in growth rates 
within the tourism sector. The high 
growth rate in tourism expenditures and 
tourism employment has been largely 
fuelled by a tremendous surge in tourism 
export demand, particularly since 1992. 
Tourism export expenditures increased by 
58% from the first quarter of 1986 to the 
fourth quarter of 1996, more than double 
the increase in GDP.

Turning to specific tourism commo- 
dities, during the 1986 to 1996 period 
the estimated trend increases for the 
major components of tourism demand 
in Canada are 8.21% for transportation, 
39.10% for accommodation, 9.64% for 
food and beverage services, and 41.70% 
for other tourism commodities. The 
variation in estimated trend increases is 
even larger when one compares various 
tourism commodity sub-components. A 
huge 224.60% trend increase in tourism 
demand for travel agency services leads 
the pack, followed by a 42.94% trend 
increase in tourism demand for hotels. 
While there is a 39.10% trend increase 
in tourism demand for accommodation, 
tourism demand for food and beverage 
services from accommodation establish- 
ments has an estimated trend decrease 
of 14.60%. The estimated trend increases 
for the components and sub-components 
of tourism export demand are, with one 
exception (vehicle repairs and parts), 
larger than the estimated trend increases 
for tourism domestic demand. 

The estimated trend increase in 
tourism employment in tourism industries 
during the 1986 to 1996 period is 
12.72%. This 12.72% trend increase in 
tourism employment exceeds the esti- 
mated trend increase in employment in 
the Canadian business sector by almost 
4 percentage points. The two tourism 
industries with the largest estimated 
trend employment increases are vehicle 
rental agencies (64.28%) and travel 
agencies (54.30%). 

There are very pronounced cycles in 
tourism demand, the supply of tourism 
commodities, and tourism employment. 
Seventy-three percent of the cyclical 
variation in tourism demand in Canada 
and 86% of the cyclical variation in the 
supply of total tourism commodities can 
be statistically explained by the cyclical 
variation in Canadian GDP. The cyclical 
variation in tourism demand in Canada 
and in the supply of total tourism com- 
modities is about 1.5 times the size of 
the cyclical variation in GDP. However, 


* Unlike the cycles for tourism demand and 
supply, the tourism employment cycle is not 
synchronized with the GDP business cycle. 
Only one-third of the cyclical sensitivity 
coefficient for employment in all industries 
generated from tourism demand is attribu- 
table to the current cyclical GDP component. 
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the cyclical variation in Canadian GDP 
explains only 12% of the variation in 
tourism export demand; tourism export 
demand depends primarily on economic 
conditions outside of Canada, the value 
of the Canadian dollar, and on irregular 
events. 

There is considerable variation in the 
cyclical properties of different tourism 
commodities. Eighty-one percent of the 
cyclical variation in the supply of food 
and beverage services can be explained 


by the cyclical variation in GDP, com- 
pared to only 32% for the supply of 
accommodation. The cyclical sensitivity 
coefficients range from over three to less 
than one-half. 

Many tourism commodities are very 
sensitive to cyclical movements in GDP. 
In particular, the Canadian business 
cycle hits passenger air transport, food 
and beverage services, recreation and 
entertainment, and travel agency ser- 


vices with a double whammy effect 


National Tourism Indicators _ 
Revisions to benchmarks, 1988 and 1992 


In addition to the normal revisions of the data, a number of changes are introduced with this 
release of the National Tourism Indicators (NTI). The NTI are now benchmarked to the 
new estimates of the 1992 Tourism Satellite Account (TSA) and revised estimates of the 
1988 TSA. With the new and revised benchmark data, the NTI better reflect the evolution of 
tourism since 1986. The historical estimates presented in this issue thus replace those poe 
last year. Some additional information is presented in the tables as well. 

The tables on tourism demand in Canada, tourism domestic demand and tourism exports 
now include a new category of spending, called total other commodities. This category 
includes the purchase of non-tourism commodities by Canadian and non-resident visitors in 
Canada, including groceries, beer, wine and liquor from stores, pre-trip purchases such as 
camping equipment and luggage, and other commodities such as clothing and souvenirs. It 
also includes urban transit services and parking services. These two types of services, which 
have only a small portion of their demand coming from tourism (less than 6%), were classified 
as tourism commodities in the 1988 TSA and included in the category other transportation 
in previous releases of the NTI. They are now re-classified as non-tourism commodities. 

A new aggregate, called tourism expenditures, is shown at the bottom of each table on 
tourism demand. This is an estimate of the total spending by Canadian and non-resident 
visitors on tourism and non-tourism commodities. In addition, two new aggregates are shown 
in the tables on Employment Generated by Tourism. One shows the direct employment 
attributable to tourism within non-tourism industries, such as retail stores, while the other 
shows the direct employment generated by tourism in both tourism and non-tourism industries. 
With the addition of these new categories, the presentation of the NTI includes the main 
elements of tourism demand and employment that will be in the — release 
of the 1992 and revised 1988 TSA. 


Method - 


Estimates for the trend in each tourism indicator are produced using the ‘least squares’ 
tegression technique. This statistical technique determines the ‘best’ trend line which can be 
fitted through all observations; it is ‘best’ in the sense that it produces the least sum of 
squared residuals, the deviations between the actual observations and the trend line. The 
trend increase in each tourism indicator is calculated by dividing the last observation on the 
trend line by the first observation on the trend line. The cyclical component, defined as the 
actual observation minus the trend line divided by the trend line measures the deviation of 
the actual quarterly observation (seasonally adjusted) from the trend line. The trend and 
cyclical components for each National Tourism Indicator are compared to the trend and cyclical 
components of the overall Canadian economy, using Gross Domestic roca and employment 
data. 
Statistical estimates for the trend component of a time series are sensitive to the cyclical 
characteristics in the data. In particular, an incomplete ‘cycle’ of data will bias the estimate 
for the trend. For example, if the data begin in a boom and end in a recession, trend estimates 
will be biased downwards. To obtain an unbiased estimate of the trend component, the data 
should begin and end at roughly the same point in the business cycle. Both the beginning and 
end points of the eleven-year period used in this study occur in the recovery phase of a 
Canadian business cycle. In both 1986 and 1996 the Canadian unemployment rate was 
approximately 9 1/2%, mid-way between a cyclical peak and cyclical trough. While this 
particular eleven year period contains more than one complete business cycle, the extra years 
are mid-recovery years (not a cyclical peak or trough, which would bias the trend estimate). 


(most of the cyclical sensitivity coeffi- 
cients for the these four tourism com- 
modities exceed two). On the other 
hand, vehicle rentals, vehicle fuel, and 
motel accommodation appear to be rela- 
tively immune from the vicissitudes of 
the Canadian business cycle. Very little 
of the cyclical variation in these three 
tourism commodities can be explained 
by the cyclical variation in GDP. 

Finally, the cyclical variation in 
Canadian GDP explains 79% of the 
cyclical variation in tourism employ- 
ment in the tourism industry, and 
cyclical deviations in tourism employ- 
ment are 1.28 times larger than the 
cyclical deviation in GDP. At the 
disaggregated level, the cyclical sensi- 
tivity coefficients are largest for the 
passenger air transport industry (1.73), 
the accommodation industry (1.75) and 
the travel agency industry (2.58).

International Travellers 
First Quarter 1998 


Americans made a record 1.8 million 
overnight trips to Canada during the first 
quarter of 1998, up 6.5% over the same 
period in 1997. This increase in Ame- 
rican travel to Canada is directly related 
to the increased value of the American 
dollar compared with the Canadian 
dollar. The value increased 5.3% 
between the first quarter of 1997 and 
the first quarter of 1998. 


Increase in overnight trips to 
Canada benefited Alberta and 
British Columbia 

Benefiting from a favourable exchange 
rate, Americans stayed a little longer 
and also spent more per trip in the first 
quarter of 1998 than they did in the same 
period in 1997. As a result, they 
injected $135 million more in the Cana- 
dian economy in the first three months 
of 1998 compared with the same period 
last year — a jump of 23.3%. 

This surge in U.S. spending was 
most profitable to British Columbia, 
where spending by Americans jumped 
43.8% to $243 million. Tourism spend- 
ing in Alberta went up 21.0% to 
$59 million. 

The most frequently reported rea- 
sons for Americans visiting Canada — 
pleasure travel and trips to visit friends 
and relatives — both increased (7.9% and 
6.8% respectively) in the first quarter. 
On the other hand, business travel, 
which is less discretionary than pleasure 
travel and, therefore, less affected by 
exchange rate fluctuations, increased 
only slightly (1.3%). 


dians visiting increased by 6.0%. 
Florida remains the most popular 
destination for Canadians with 804,000 
visits. Canadians also spend the most 
money in this state ($751 million). The 
average trip duration in Florida was 14.5 
nights compared with an average of 9.5 
nights in California. 

The top overseas destination for 
Canadians for the first quarter of 1998 
was Mexico, followed by the United 
Kingdom. As well, Canadian travel to 
such traditional destinations in Europe 
as France, the Netherlands and 
Switzerland showed strong increases. 


Air travel, which has risen steadily 
since the implementation of the Open 
Skies agreement in 1995, increased 8.9%. 
Meanwhile, auto travel was up 5.7% — 
the third consecutive quarterly increase. 
All other modes, which include bus, train, 
boat and pedestrian traffic, increased by 
2.8% over the same quarter last year. 


California and Mexico most 
popular among Canadians 


Canadians made 3.0 million overnight 
trips to the United States during the first 
quarter of 1998, a sharp 9.9% drop from 
the same period last year. The most 
popular American destinations ex- 
perienced decreases in visits except

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quarter of 1998. Overseas visitors spent 
$24 million less in Canada during the 
first quarter of 1998, compared with the 
same period in 1997. All provinces 
experienced decreases in spending by 
Overseas visitors except British 
Columbia (up 18.4% or $32 million), 
Alberta (up 19.9% or $14 million) and 
Quebec (up 9.4% or $9 million) 
respectively for these provinces. 


Spending up slightly by 
overseas travellers entering 
Canada directly 

The proportion of overseas travellers 
who entered Canada directly compared 
with entry to Canada via the United 
States increased from 62% to 67% in the 
first quarter of 1998, compared with the 
same period last year. The economic 
impact of this increase is important for 
Canada because these travellers stay 
longer than those who entered via the 
United States and spend more in Canada 
per trip. 

Overseas tourists who entered 
Canada by land via the United States 
dropped nearly 50% in the first quarter 
of 1998. However, the 333,000 overseas 
travellers who entered Canada directly 
in the first quarter of 1998 spent 
$423 million, up 1.3% from the same 
period in 1997. 


International Travel 
Account 


Second Quarter 1998 
(preliminary) 


The quarterly travel deficit fell to its 
lowest level in a decade between April 


and June, on the heels of record spending 
by American travellers in Canada. 

Overall in the second quarter of 
1998, travellers spent a record $3.4 
billion in Canada, while Canadians spent 
$3.9 billion in other countries. The 
resulting difference ($488 million) 
brought the travel deficit to its lowest 
level since early 1988 ($364 million). 

Canada's travel deficit with the world 
has been cut almost in half within less 
than a year. The second-quarter deficit 
was well below the most recent peak of 
$943 million in the third quarter of 1997. 

By far, the major factor has been 
spending by Americans in Canada, 
which has been increasing steadily as the 
Canadian dollar declined in value 
against the American dollar. During June 
alone, Americans made a record number 
of overnight trips to Canada. 


Travel deficit with the United 
States lowest in 10 years 
American spending in Canada reached 
a record $2.2 billion during the second 
quarter of 1998, up 3.6% from the 
previous quarter. At the same time, 
spending by Canadians in the United 


States remained relatively constant at 
just under $2.5 billion. 

This situation produced the lowest 
travel deficit with the United States in 
10 years ($275 million). This deficit had 
peaked at $1.9 billion during the last 
three months of 1991. 

During the second quarter of 1998, 
the Canadian dollar reached an all-time 
low compared with the American dollar, 
slipping below US$0.69. 


Deficit increased between 
Canada and overseas nations 
During the second quarter, Canadians 
spent more in countries other than the 
United States than residents of these 
countries spent in Canada. The result 
was a deficit of $212 million, up 7.1% 
from the previous quarter. 

Spending by overseas residents 
travelling to Canada was down 2.3% 
from the previous quarter to $1.2 billion, 
the lowest level since the third quarter 
of 1995. Canadian spending in countries 
other than the United States declined 
1.1% from the first quarter to 
$1.5 billion.

Second Quarter 1998 


Note to readers 


Changes to the Travel Price Index 
Several changes to the Travel Price Index 
(TPI) were made starting with the data for 
the first quarter of 1998, 

The time base used to present the TPI has 
been updated from 1986=100 to 1992=100. 
Statistics Canada has moved all of its price 
indexes and constant dollar series to the 1992 
time base. 

Expenditure weights for 1996 replaced 
the 1992 weights. Finally, modifications 
were made to the commodity classification 
system. Most notably, the aggregate 
“purchase and rental of automotive vehicles” 
was changed. 


Changing CPI time bases and expenditure 
weights are separate exercises. The 
introduction of new expenditure patterns into 
the TPI is done in a way which has no effect 
on indexes published prior to the first quarter 
of 1998. 


The Travel Price Index (TPI) is an aggregate 
index of the goods and services used by 
travellers in Canada. Price movements are 
derived from the detailed Consumer Price 
Index (CPI) series. 


A technical report on the Travel Price Index

TPI up 2.7 percent from the 
same period last year 
In the second quarter of 1998, consumers 
saw an increase of 2.7 percent in the 
prices of goods and services included in 
the Travel Price Index, compared to the 
same period last year. Driving this 
increase were rises of 8.2 percent in the 
cost of inter-city transportation, of 4.2 
percent in the cost of audio discs and 
tapes, and finally of 3.7 percent in travel- 
ler accommodation costs. The cost of 
tobacco products and smokers’ supplies, 
and of local and commuter transportation 
also rose. Finally, in the second quarter 
of 1998, it cost travellers less for the 
rental and the operation of automotive 
vehicles and for photographic equipment. 
In comparison, the Consumer Price 
Index rose 1.0 percent in the second 
quarter of 1998 over the same period last 
year.

TPI up 2.2 percent from last 
quarter 

The Travel Price Index rose 2.2 percent 
in the second quarter of 1998 compared 
with the previous quarter. A strong rise 
in traveller accommodation rates contri- 
buted largely to this increase. Traveller 
accommodation rates climbed a sharp 
15.3 percent in the second quarter of 
1998. High occupancy rates as a result 
of a number of large conventions in 
major cities contributed to the higher 
rates. In addition, the Canadian hotel 
industry profited from a weak Canadian 
dollar in attracting U.S. travellers and 
from a strong North American economy. 
Consumers also spent 2.4 percent more 
for footwear but benefited in declines 
in clothing, photographic equipment and 
inter-city transportation costs. 

In the second quarter of 1998, the 
cost of all goods and services included 
in the Consumer Price Index was up 0.3 
percent over the previous quarter.

Tourism demand 

In the first quarter of 1998, tourism 
spending (tourism demand) in Canada 
was up 4.4 percent from the first quarter 
of 1997, reaching $8.8 billion. All tourism 
goods and services sectors recorded 
increases. 

Weaker non-resident spending, 
however, contributed to a slowdown in 
demand. During the first quarter of 
1998, spending by Canadians was the 
main source of growth, whereas outlays 
by foreigners had dominated in the 
previous quarter. 


Strong domestic demand 
Spending by Canadian tourists in their 
own country was up 4.8 percent from 
the first quarter of 1997 to $7.1 billion 
in the first quarter of 1998. Growth in 
spending was recorded in all of the 
tourism goods and services sectors, 
especially transportation (7.0 percent). 

Continued weakness in the dollar 
against its American counterpart contri- 
buted to fewer trips south of the border. 
The fewer trips abroad coupled with 
generally favourable economic condi- 
tions in Canada, translated into relatively 
strong domestic demand for tourism. 

After adjusting for inflation and 
seasonal variation, domestic spending 
advanced 0.8 percent between the fourth 
quarter of 1997 and the first quarter of 
1998. This represents a similar gain to 
that between the third and fourth 
quarters, and the fifth consecutive 
quarterly increase. 


Slower foreign spending 
growth 
In the first quarter of 1998, foreign 
visitors spent $1.7 billion, a modest 
increase of 2.7 percent over the same 
quarter last year. This is the lowest year- 
to-year increase since the first quarter 
of 1993. The slowdown of growth was 
noticeable across all major categories of 
tourism spending. 

Benefiting from a cheap Canadian 
dollar, Americans took 5.6 million same- 
day trips and 1.8 million visits of one or 


more nights, up 7.0 percent and 5.7 
percent respectively from last year. In 
contrast, there was a substantial decline 
in the number of trips by visitors from 
countries other than the United States. 
For instance, some half a million visitors 
from outside the United States came to 
Canada in the first quarter - the lowest 
level since the first quarter of 1995. 
Also, the number of visitors from the 
Asia-Pacific region fell by more than 


30 percent compared to last year. The 
economic turmoil in that part of the 
world possibly explains this situation. 


Tourism creates more jobs 
Employment generated by tourism 
reached 490,000 in the first quarter of 
1998, up 4.7 percent from a year ago. 
Employment was up in all major 
categories, with a significant increase in 
transportation.
